An Institutional Failure 

THE CARTER VERDICT DOES NOT EXONERATE THE APD 


I wish I could say that I was surprised by 
the jury verdict in the Byron Carter 
federal civil rights lawsuit. As

Jordan Smith reports in this 
issue (“Carter Trial: Jury 
Clears APD Officer,” p.12), 
the jury exonerated Austin 
Police Department Officer 
Nathan Wagner of wrongdo- 
ing (“excessive force”) in the 
shooting that killed Carter.

proved no exception. The jurors were effec- 
tively required to put themselves in 
the place of the officer confronted 
with an abrupt and emergency 
situation - and then to decide 
if it was “reasonable” for him 
to react in the way he did. 

By that standard, it’s 
extremely difficult for a jury 
to do otherwise than to rule in 
the officer’s favor. Moreover, 
the jury was not allowed to see 
the report of the Citizen Review 
Panel that not only found that Wagner 
had used excessive force, but that he should

> No City Council meeting this week, but the draft

> Last week Council approved a new policy of 
parental leave for city employees, and a draft 
policy to register landlords to improve code com- 
pliance enforcement. 

> The Texas Civil Rights Project filed a federal 
lawsuit Monday against the city of Austin, the 
Austin Police Department, and several officers, 
charging that officers forced a cab driver to trans- 
port a drunk and belligerent passenger who then 
attacked and injured the driver. 

> After a relatively peaceful regular legislative ses- 
sion, Gov. Rick Perry has launched a wrecking 
ball through the special session, adding abortion 
restrictions and mandatory life sentences for 
17-year-olds to the call (see “Lege Lines,” p.16). 

> A proposed new contract between the city and the 
Austin Police Association would allow public 
release of Citizen Review Panel recommenda- 
tions on discipline made in cases involving critical 
incidents, regardless of whether the chief metes 
out any discipline. It also allows the police depart- 
ment to hire retired officers in good standing to 
augment the police force during special events - 
including SXSW and the Formula One race week- 
end. The police union is currently voting on wheth- 
er to approve the contract; for more, see the 
Newsdesk blog, June 10. 

Visiting Judge David Peeples, appointed to pre- 
side over County Attorney David Escamilla’s suit 
that seeks to oust Travis County District Attorney 
Rosemary Lehmberg from office, gave the nod 
for a second removal suit, filed by onetime D.A. 
candidate Rick Reed, to move forward. Escamilla 
would be tasked with representing the state in 
either, or both, matters, but isn’t required to 
accept the new charges. Nonetheless, his office is 
working toward a July 22 trial date set by Peeples.

> A three-judge panel Wednesday refused to halt 
the execution of Elroy Chester in a review 
ordered by 5th U.S. Circuit Court Chief Judge 
Carl Stewart in response to a complaint filed 
against Judge Edith Jones. Chester’s appeal, 
claiming that his intellectual disability should 
constitutionally exempt him from execution, 
was denied last year by Jones, now being 
investigated for alleged remarks she made at 
a February lecture. At press time, Chester’s 
execution was set to be carried out late on 
June 12, barring acceptance of a last-minute 
appeal to the U.S. Supreme Court.

be terminated. Judge Lee Yeakel ruled that 
the CRP had not conducted an independent 
investigation of the shooting and therefore 
its report did not meet the federal standard 
for evidence. Yet that additional piece of 
information might at least have led the jury 
to consider whether Wagner and his partner 
had put themselves in harm’s way by surrep- 
titiously (as they acknowledged) pursuing 
two young men who were simply walking 
through a neighborhood that the police were 
watching. As I wrote earlier, from the avail- 
able information, “this looks frankly like a 
case of overzealous cops arbitrarily pursuing 
two unsuspecting young black men on a dark 
street - with the resulting confrontation pro- 
ducing instantaneous panic on both sides.” 
Having served on a few juries over the 
years, I don’t like to second-guess jurors 
without sitting through the entire trial 


myself - but the default presumption seems 
to have been that the cops must have had 
reasons for their suspicions, while the young 
men should not have been shocked to be 
suddenly confronted by armed strangers. 

Doing What’s ‘Required’ 

My skepticism was not reassured by the 
official statement issued by the APD after the 
verdict, which declares, “The facts of this case 
confirmed that Officers Wagner and Rodriguez 
were placed in a life-threatening situation that 
required the use of deadly force.” While it’s 
possible to excuse Wagner’s conduct on emer- 
gency grounds - that was apparently the con- 
clusion of the jury - on what imaginable 
grounds can APD defend shooting the passen- 
ger in a moving vehicle as not only an excus- 
able but required use of force?

Did Officer Wagner’s shooting of Carter 
preserve the life or safety of Officer Jeffrey 
Rodriguez, who apparently fell down but 
was not seriously injured? Did shooting and 
killing Carter even stop the car driven by his 
friend Leyumba Webb, who (himself wound- 
ed) instead drove away in a panic and aban- 
doned the car several blocks away? On what 
possible grounds can the APD now claim 
that firing blindly into a moving vehicle 
from a few feet away, without any effective 
knowledge of what or who the bullets might 
be hitting, was a required use of force? 

Having won its narrow legal victory, 
under a very dark cloud of potential liabil- 
ity and widespread public suspicion, the 
APD now wants to claim that its officers 
not only did nothing wrong, they did exact- 
ly what they are required to do. Apparently, 
under the terms of its current justification, 
it is the APD’s position that a police offi- 
cer’s badge is also a license to shoot at will, 
without regard to consequences. 

Changes Needed 

Wagner’s lawyer, Robert Icenhauer- 
Ramirez, can be excused for defending his 
client by any means at hand - specifically, 
by strongly implying to the jury that Carter 
and Webb had been committing some crime 
that evening, perhaps even selling drugs, 
although such was never in evidence, and is 
in any case not yet considered grounds for 
summary execution. Even had that been 
true, the cops admit they had no such suspi- 
cions of the two men, who had simply, like 
many other innocent people, parked their 
car in an area that the police were watching 
for vehicle break-ins and thefts. 

It is difficult to avoid the conclusion - as 
the CRP indeed concluded - that the offi- 
cers racially profiled the two men, pre- 
sumed they were up to no good, and snuck 
up behind them in hopes of catching them 
unawares. That they did so, that the men 
panicked, and that the officers panicked in 
turn - with fatal results - seems the most 
likely explanation for what happened, per- 
suading the grand jury to indict neither the 
officers nor Webb, and the federal jury to 
exonerate Wagner of depriving Carter of 
his civil rights. 

Underneath the whole incident lies the 
role of race, and the undeniable, persistent 
fact that the APD is far too often in the posi- 
tion of justifying itself for the shooting of 
young black or brown men. Being a police 
officer is a very difficult and dangerous job, 
and it’s understandable, even inevitable, 
that there will be deadly incidents that are 
not easily anticipated or prevented. 

But this was not one of them. The shoot- 
ing and killing of Byron Carter should 
never have happened, and it is as much an 
institutional failing of the APD as a per- 
sonal one on the part of the two officers. 
Postmortem apologies and defensive expla- 
nations justifying the shooting are inade- 
quate and unacceptable. APD’s street-level 
cop culture of confronting minority citizens 
needs to change, and Chief Art Acevedo 
should be required by his superiors to make 
that change a departmental priority. ■ 


White Lodging’s Steal of a Deal

employees allegedly 
getting stiffed on pay 
could increase if the 
city is able to expand 
its audit of the proj- 
ect’s payroll. 

Clearly, the wage 
skirmish between mid- 
level city administra- 
tors and a national 
hotel developer is tar- 
nishing the image of one of Austin’s most 
high-profile projects and doesn’t bode well for 
White Lodging’s future business relations 
with the city. The 1,012-room hotel - billed 
as the largest JW Marriott in the U.S. - is 
expected to generate millions in revenue 
while meeting a growing demand for more 
Downtown hotel rooms to serve the conven- 
tion and tourism industries. The pay dispute 
also highlights the need to add more teeth to 
staff’s ability to enforce the city’s prevailing 
wage ordinance as Austin leaders continue 
offering economic perks to businesses. 

Meanwhile, with the wage issue in flux, a 
Travis County judge on Wednesday rejected a 
Workers Defense Project petition seeking to 
conduct depositions of White Lodging repre- 
sentatives. That sends the ball back to city 
staff, and possibly Council. The advocacy 
group vows to continue pressuring the city to 
force the hotel developer’s hand. Said WDP’s 
Greg Casar, “White Lodging’s expensive law- 
yers and lobbyists will not stop justice from 
being done.” ■ 


In a cat-and-mouse saga bordering on the 
ridiculous, a Downtown hotel developer last 
week missed a “final” deadline to comply 
with the city’s prevailing wage ordinance or 
risk forfeiting its $3.8 million in fee waivers. 

In a certified letter sent May 31 to Indiana- 
based White Lodging Services Corp., 

Rosie Truelove, director of the city’s Con- 
tract Management Department, gave the 
developer until June 4 to pay back wages 
owed to 13 carpenters working on the JW 
Marriott Hotel project at Second and Con- 
gress. The 13 were identified in a sample 
audit the city initiated in February, after work- 
ers complained they were getting stiffed on 
pay. Truelove further requested permission to 
interview four carpenters’ helpers to deter- 
mine if back wages were also due workers in 
that job classification. 


A COUNCIL DO-OVER? 

The developer, in a June 
4 response to the city’s 
latest in a series of 
ignored deadlines, 
instead requested that 
the matter be placed on 
the City Council agenda 
“for clarification and rati- 
fication of the city’s initial 
position.” The first avail- 
able meeting date would be 
June 20, and thus far no one 
on Council has signaled a willing- 
ness to revisit the ordinance. The 
Workers Defense Project, an advocacy 
group that first brought the pay discrepancy 
to light, fears that if the matter returns to 
Council, a majority may give in to arguments 
by White Lodging’s influential arm-twister 
Richard Suttle and end up watering down 
the ordinance. White Lodging argues that 
because one former assistant city manager 
signed off on an altogether different wage 
agreement proposed by the developer, that’s 
the one White Lodging should be able to 
stick with as it continues construction on 
the hotel. (It’s important to note that the for- 
mer ACM in question, Rudy Garza, quit his 


city post a year later and 
formed a subsidiary 
business with Paul 
Bury, whose engineering 
firm is a key contractor 
on the $300 million 
Marriott project.) 

To most people who have 
followed this two-year-old tale, the 
city’s “initial position” on this issue 
couldn’t be more clear. It was formed June 
29, 2011, with Council’s approval of the fee 
waivers, along with an amendment by Council 
Member Mike Martinez requiring the devel- 
oper to pay prevailing wages to construction 
workers. The ordinance also requires the 
developers to reimburse the fees to the city 
if it fails to comply with the directive. 

DEPOSITION DENIED 

White Lodging wants to settle this dust- 
up with city higher-ups, without having to 
pay the $5,000 in wages the city currently 
says it owes the 13 workers. The number of

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‘Fighting For, Not Against’ Eastside 


“We did it.” That was the simple message from Pride of 
the Eastside spokesman Vincent Tovar, after Education 
Commissioner Michael Williams announced last week that 
he would sign off on a partnership deal between the Austin 
Independent School District and the Johns Hopkins 
Secondary Talent Development program for the Eastside 
Memorial Campus. 

On June 5, Williams unexpectedly joined Eastside’ s 
graduating class onstage at the Frank Erwin Center with 
the good news. After years of upheaval and disruption, and 
a failed attempt to hand the entire Eastside vertical team 
over to the IDEA Public Schools charter group, he approved 
the five-year partnership between AISD and Johns Hopkins. 
Initially, Williams had been critical of the proposal, telling 
trustees it did too little to address issues in the feeder pat- 
tern of schools sending kids to Eastside. However, in a 
statement, he said the final plan “contains many strong 
components critical to student success.” 

Yet Williams’ initial announcement, and even the accom- 
panying press release, still needed clarification. The first 
major issue concerns targets for the school: Williams wrote 
that if the “academic rating for Eastside Memorial High 
School is not acceptable for both 2014-15 and 2015-16 school 
years,” then the campus must be closed. The press release 
had been broadly interpreted as saying that Eastside must 
be acceptable by the end of the 2014-15 school year. 
According to Texas Education Agency Director of 
Communications Gene Acuna, however, the deal gives the 
campus three years. Year one - the upcoming 2013-14 
school year - is an implementation year, giving the admin- 
istration and Johns Hopkins time to assess and integrate 
programs. In year two (2014-15), the TEA hopes the campus 
will be graded acceptable, but it’s not until year three (2015- 
16) that the campus absolutely has to make the grade. 
Acuna said, “For the district and the state, it is the commis- 
sioner’s intent that the district has three full years to reach 
the level of academically acceptable.” 

However, the term “academically acceptable” no longer 
means anything in Texas education. Under the recently

passed House Bill 5, the old system that included that rat- 
ing was replaced by an A-F grading scale for campuses. 
Acuna explained that the commissioner and the district 
designed the plan under the existing terminology, before 
HB 5 passed. He said, “If that terminology changes, we’ll be 
working with the district to define what academically 
acceptable would be.” 

Education Austin President Ken Zarifis said he was 
really encouraged by the time frame. He said, “In school 
turnaround, having that space and time, it’s really needed.” 
More importantly, he praised Johns Hopkins as a partner 
that will listen to what the campus and district want. 
Previous reforms of the campus have resulted in upheaval, 
such as the arbitrary firing of 75% of the staff. Instead, 
Johns Hopkins staff will give support to the existing cam- 
pus community, supplementing programs and adding extra 
training and family support. Zarifis said the partnership “is 
about being respectful to everyone, not just the numbers.” 

In his statement, Williams said, “I commend 


Superintendent [Meria] Carstarphen and her staff as well as 
members of the AISD board of trustees for working with the 
agency to develop a plan that rightly places the focus on the 
educational needs of all students.” However, that praise for 
Carstarphen is falling on deaf ears for many in the East 
Austin community, who see her administration’s misman- 
agement of the campus - and her continued behind-the- 
scenes advocacy for IDEA - as a core component of Eastside’s 
problems. Tovar asked, “How is she going to help us move 
forward in the future when she hasn’t in the past?” 

For years, the rhetoric from AISD was that Eastside is a 
failing school. Yet Tovar pointed to rising test scores, and 
successful enrichment programs like the Panther Band and 
the award-winning robotics club. Moreover, he argued that 
the feeder program is in better shape than is commonly 
thought. Four of the six elementary schools were classified 
as “recognized” under the state accountability system, 
while its middle school principals spent the last two years 
aligning their STEM (science, technology, engineering, and 
mathematics) programs with Eastside’s needs. “We do 
know that the school needs to improve in certain areas,” 
Tovar said, “but we’re tired of having those areas being the 
lowlights that are the target for the superintendent.” 

Zarifis argued that the lesson for AISD’s handling of 
troubled campuses is to let the community take the lead. It 
was the community that fought back against the imposition 
of IDEA, and the community that actively sought and 
selected national-level potential partners. He had particular 
praise for the students, saying, “If we had citizens as 
engaged in their civic process as we did at Eastside nation- 
ally, we’d be in a much better place.” Yet he acknowledged 
that there are still deep scars in the relationship between 
AISD administration and the community. “What I found 
equally encouraging and disappointing was how the district 
came out praising the kids of Eastside when it was safe to 
say that. We could have used those words of encourage- 
ment a year and a half ago. It’s a shame that it took all this 
for people to say, ‘You’re great.’” 

However, Tovar is optimistic that the community will 
redirect the same energy it used to fight off IDEA into 
exceeding Williams’ requirements. He said, “Now it’s a 
fight for, not a fight against.” - Richard Whittaker 


Carter Trial: Jury Clears APD Officer 


A federal jury on Tuesday cleared Austin 
Police Department Officer Nathan Wagner of 
any liability for the May 30, 2011, shooting 
death of 20-year-old Byron Carter. 

Carter’s family sued Wagner, claiming he 
used excessive force when he fired five 
rounds into a car in which Carter was a pas- 
senger - four struck Carter, killing him. The 
family attorney, Adam Loewy, said he was 
disappointed. “I take full responsibility for 
the loss. It’s a case I should’ve won, and I 
didn’t get it done. We did everything we 
could. The problem is the law makes it very 
difficult” to prevail in such a suit. Under the 
law, the jury was asked to decide whether, 
from the standpoint of a “reasonable officer,” 
it was “objectively reasonable” for Wagner to 
use the amount of force he did. 

What happened on the night of May 30, 
2011, ending with the death of Carter, was 
not reasonable and was not “routine” police 
work, Loewy told jurors Tuesday morning. 
Carter and Leyumba Webb, Carter’s then- 
16-year-old friend who was driving that night, 
“had done nothing wrong, but you had offi- 
cers who decided they [would] sneak up on 


them,” Loewy told the six-man, two-woman 
(and all-white) federal jury. “Their testimony is 
that ‘this is normal, this is police work, this 
is what we do.’” But how many times had the 
jurors walked back to their cars, gotten 
inside, and prepared to drive away, only then 
to have cops appear out of the blue, Loewy 
asked. “This is not normal police work. Do 
not let them get away” with describing it as 
such, he implored. “It’s not normal.” 

According to Loewy, Carter and Webb were 
merely sitting in their car, readying to pull 
away from a parking spot on East Eighth 
Street, when they were startled by figures 
who appeared nearby. As they tried to pull 
away rapidly, Wagner opened fire, striking 
Carter four times and killing him. 

In response, Robert Icenhauer-Ramirez 
defended Wagner against the claim that he 
used excessive force the night Carter was 
killed. Wagner had an “objectively reason- 
able” belief that he and his partner were in 
danger, Icenhauer-Ramirez argued. 

According to Loewy and to testimony from 
Webb (who was wounded in the shooting), 
the pair got in the car and turned on the air- 



conditioning before preparing to pull away; 
suddenly they were startled by figures stand- 
ing over them, and Webb pulled away hastily, 
fearing they were in danger. 

But Wagner and his partner, Officer Jeffrey 
Rodriguez, said otherwise. They had been 
following Carter and Webb because they 
looked “suspicious” - though neither was 
doing anything illegal, they added - and 
admitted that they avoided being illuminated 
as they made their way up the hill where 
Webb had parked. They testified that they 
made it known that they were police, but the 
car jerked into the road, heading straight for 
Rodriguez, who was knocked to the ground. 


Wagner fired five shots; he was trying to stop 
the vehicle from severely injuring - or even 
killing - Rodriguez, Icenhauer-Ramirez argued: 
Wagner had not only the right to protect him- 
self, but the duty to defend Rodriguez. 

But Rodriguez was not injured by the car, 
Loewy argued; he only aggravated an exist- 
ing ankle injury in stepping aside. The 
notion that Rodriguez was injured was a lie 
concocted by the officers and the APD to 
justify the actions of a rogue officer firing 
into a car simply to stop it, Loewy said. “It 
is against all police procedure, it is against 
all common sense, and it is why Byron 
Carter” was killed that night. 

Icenhauer-Ramirez insisted it was Carter 
and Webb’s fault that the interaction went 
awry. “These two men decided to do what 
they did,” to pull away from the curb quickly 
and to aim the vehicle directly for two police 
officers. According to the defense, Webb and 
Carter were likely up to no good. Found on 
Carter’s lap was a pile of cash, in small 
denominations, Icenhauer-Ramirez noted dur- 
ing closing - and the jury should use com- 
mon sense to deduce where it came from. “It 
can’t be a tragedy if you know [what you’re 
doing] before you do it,” he said.

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LCRA Treads Water in Dry Times 


Despite the best efforts of a handful of 
Highland Lakes-region legislators, the 
Lower Colorado River Authority emerged 
from the 2013 regular session of the Legis- 
lature relatively unscathed - no small feat. 

The organization charged primarily with 
the delicate balance of distributing water to 
a host of central Texas municipalities - 
including the city of Austin - while also sup- 
plying rice farmers in southeast Texas with 
two crops’ worth of water, had just survived 
a period when that balance was out of 
whack. In 2012 and 2013, with the entire area 
in an unforgiving drought, LCRA curtailed 
downstream agricultural uses of water in 
favor of its upstream municipal customers. 
The new water management plan for the 
Colorado basin, negotiated in 2012, had pit- 
ted those parties against each other - and 
though Highland Lakes residents ended up 
with a better deal, giving their needs priority 
status, no one was particularly happy. 

No surprise then that regional legisla- 
tors - including Rep. Donna Howard and 
Sens. Kirk Watson and Troy Fraser - took 
aim at the organization. Howard tried to 
set LCRA up for Sunset review. Watson 
and Fraser tried to make state law of the 
notion that downstream rice farmers 
should be cut off in drought conditions. 
None of that succeeded. It all appeared 
quite rosy for LCRA. 

Then, on June 3, Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality Executive Director 
Zak Covar informed LCRA General 
Manager Becky Motal that he would not 
submit the 2012 Water Management Plan 
for TCEQ approval just yet; instead, he 
opted for a review of the plan that could 
take up to 10 months. Motal welcomed the 
review in a statement issued by LCRA. 


Watson and Fraser were delighted. The 
pair responded with their own press release. 
Fraser said he was “pleased that the TCEQ 
has considered our request for review of the 
proposed plan,” and Watson said he looked 
forward to TCEQ’s information gathering. 
Nevertheless, the TCEQ is not exactly a 
paragon of environmental consideration. 
And while the river basin awaits the results 
of the TCEQ study, LCRA will continue to 
operate under its 2010 Water Management 
Plan - one that offers more deference to 
municipal needs over those of rice farmers. 

There’s also another complication: Just 
before Covar sent his letter, LCRA’s board of 
directors lost two veteran hands. On May 30, 
Gov. Rick Perry announced his appointment 
of two new directors: Pamela Jo “PJ” Ellison 
of Ellison’s Greenhouses in Brenham, and 
veterinarian Robert Lewis of Elgin. Ellison 
does not appear to have direct donor ties to 
any of Perry’s campaigns - a frequent char- 
acteristic of many Perry appointees. Lewis, 
however, has contributed over $30,000 to 
Perry state campaigns since 2002. 

The two replace former board chair/cur- 
rent board Vice Chair Rebecca Klein and 
current board Secretary Kathleen Hartnett 
White. Klein was pushed aside to make 
room for Chair Tim Timmerman in January 
2011 (thanks to a recent change in rules, 
Perry appoints the board chair directly). 
White was a deliberative board member, 
and voted against the 2012 Water Manage- 
ment Plan. It remains to be seen if the new 
board members will have a visible effect on 
LCRA policy. - Mike Kanin

BUDGET: FAKE DOGMA, 

REAL NUMBERS 

In 2011, Republican lawmakers 
swaggered out of the Legislature crow- 
ing how their conservative budget had 
cut spending. As this 83rd Legislature 
wrapped up its business, lawmakers 
reversed the program-slashing trend of ; 
two years ago and coincidentally 
proved that the old cuts were smoke 
and mirrors. Two years ago, the , 

Legislature approved a $173.5 billion 
appropriation for the 2012-13 bienni- 
um, so the Tea Party could claim to 
its constituents that it cut the budget 
by 7.5% from the 2010-11 figure of 
$187.5 billion. However, by the time 
all the deferred payments, supplemen- 
tal appropriations, and assorted <>> ■ 

accounting tricks had gone through | = 
the system, the actual biennial budget 3 
was $189.9 billion - a 1.3% increase. 

Not that it did many state agencies any favors: They had been forced to cut provisions and 
fire staff based on the projected appropriations, not the actual expenses. This time around, 
lawmakers approved a 3.7% increase in future spending. Now the enigma, as always in Tex- 
as budgets, is what the real spending looks like in two years time. - Richard Whittaker 



WATER: MORE IN THE KITTY, 

LESS IN THE LAKES 

Don’t let the clouds fool you. The recent, 
unexpected downpours only briefly disguise 
the fact that Texas is in a massive drought. 
For the second year in a row, the Ogallala 
Aquifer, which supplies large areas of 
the Panhandle, saw near-record 
declines as farmers drained 
the reserves to irrigate 
crops. Meanwhile, infra- 
structure is crumbling in 
the ever-expanding cities. 

In a sign that common 
sense may be slightly 
overcoming conservative 
anti-spending dogma, this 
year lawmakers landed the 
one-two punch of House Bill 
4 and Senate Joint Resolution 
1: Combined, they create the 
State Water Infrastructure Fund for 
Texas. The measure still needs approval by 
voters in a Nov. 5 constitutional election: If 
they say yes, the state will transfer $2 billion 
into SWIFT. From there, it will be allocated 
as loans to local water entities to cover 
deferred maintenance and increased infra- 
structure needs. 

There are a lot of needs to cover. In 
2012, the Texas Water Development Board 
estimated the state needs to invest $53 bil- 
lion in water projects over the next 50 
years. Ken Kramer, water conservation 
committee chair of the Lone Star Chapter of 
the Sierra Club, called the $2 billion “seed 
funding” for future projects. Is $2 billion to 


be loaned and reloaned enough? Kramer 
said, “I don’t think anyone can make a judg- 
ment on whether that funding is sufficient.” 
However, he is optimistic that the money 
will go to the right places first. Unlike the 
state’s five-year water plan, which simply 
lists every project, HB 4 “sets up a 
process for prioritizing projects 
that require state funding.” 
Even with bipartisan 
support, the SWIFT legisla- 
tion was one of the last 
measures to survive the 
session, as it was briefly 
held hostage by 
Democrats hoping to use 
its passage to leverage 
extra school spending. 

There were actually several 
competing legislative vehicles 
working though the process but, 
out of all the rival bills, environmental 
advocates like Kramer were most supportive 
of HB 4. In the period before the adoption of 
a new state water plan (scheduled for 
2017), the bill mandates that SWIFT allocate 
30% of the cash disbursed to conservation 
projects (10% to rural and agricultural com- 
munities, and 20% to urban centers). 

Kramer praised the Legislature for making 
deferred maintenance and leaking pipes a 
priority, rather than relying on more pipes for 
aquifer drainage and more reservoirs. He 
said, “I don’t think there’s any magic per- 
centage in terms of conservation, but if you 
put more emphasis on conservation, it costs 
less than infrastructure.” - R.W. 



EDUCATION: DID WE LEARN ANYTHING? 

In raw numbers, an extra $3.9 billion for 
public schools goes a long way to filling the 
gap left by the $5.4 billion cut enacted by 
lawmakers last session. But it’s not about 
how much extra pie there is: It’s about how it 
gets cut up between the state’s more than 
1,000 school districts. Due to the “Robin 
Hood” recapture system, the state’s “proper- 
ty rich” school districts (including AISD) give 
more to the state and receive less than the 
“property poor” ISDs (the large majority). 

This time around, the poorer districts get an 
extra $267 per student in 2014, rising to 
$359 for 2015. Property rich districts do 
nowhere near as well, with $125 in 2014 
and $138 in 2015. As a member of the 
House Appropriations committee, Rep. Donna 
Howard, D-Austin, was part of the negotia- 
tions over the split. She backed using tiered 
funding to deal with equity disparities but, she 
said, “at the same time, the vast majority of 
our Central Texas schools don’t benefit from 
the formula.” For example, even though 60% 
of AISD students are eating free or reduced 
lunches, the district only receives $103 extra 
in 2014 and $105 in 2015 because it is con- 
sidered “property rich.” That would have been

much less if urban lawmakers hadn’t con- 
vinced their fellow legislators to split the 
money using the weighted average daily 
allowance, rather than just the standard 
funding formulas. Under WADA, Howard said, 
the Central Texas ISDs “would get something. 
If they’d just put it through the formulas, our 
schools would have seen a pittance.” 

On the rule-making front, the biggest single 
change may be the sweeping changes in 
graduation requirements and school 
accountability in HB 5. AISD Director of 
Intergovernmental Relations Edna Butts said, 

“it goes from 15 end-of-course exams to five, 
and that’s a huge deal for us.” By increasing 
the number of paths to graduation, she said, “it 
gives kids options, a little like how you choose 
a major in college.” Despite fears of a veto, 

Gov. Rick Perry signed the bill on June 10. 

Some new education laws won’t affect 
AISD: For example, SB 1458 by Sen. Robert 
Duncan, R-Lubbock, requires school districts 
to pay into the state’s Teacher Retirement 
System. However, that won’t hit AISD’s 
books because there is an exemption for dis- 
tricts that already pay into Social Security. By 
contrast, SB 1114 by Sen. John Whitmire, 
D-Houston, could help many students’ 
records, including those at AISD, by making it 
tougher to issue police citations to stu- 
dents and minors. Butts was scheduled to 
deliver a legislative briefing to the AISD 
Board of Trustees on June 10, but said it will 
be several weeks until AISD, its peer dis- 
tricts, the Texas Association of School 
Administrators, and the Texas Association 
of School Boards can really review every 
new requirement. “Hopefully,” she said, 
“there’s nothing that will be a surprise.” - R.W. 


TRANSPORTATION: ON THE ROAD IN SPECIAL SESSION 

In Texas, the state transportation system has only one definition - highways - but there 
were high hopes at the start of the session that were deflated by sine die. Perry this week 
added transportation to the call of the special session, meaning the Texas Department of 
Transportation may receive more than the roughly $800 million in funding - a fraction of the 
$4 billion it says it needs to maintain and repair roads - it was handed in the regular session. 
With state lawmakers’ aversion to increasing the gas tax or vehicle registration fees, it’s 
unclear how TxDOT will muddle along without more funding. The state agency’s loss was toll 
road boosters’ gain, as lawmakers passed bills that will lead to more public-private tollway 
partnerships at the local level. - Amy Smith 


Perry Expands the Call 

For those in the Texas Legislature waiting for the other shoe to drop on the special session, the 
footwear pours down as Gov. Rick Perry adds not one but three more items to the call: transporta- 
tion, abortions, and minimum sentencing. Perry dragged lawmakers back less than an hour after 
the regular session to adopt the interim House, Senate, and Congressional maps drawn by court judges in 
2012. However, that instruction fell on deaf ears, as both the House and Senate Select Committees 
launched a series of public meetings around the state. This lengthened the process, and makes it clear 
that both chambers are prepared to at least discuss alternate maps. With the rest of the lawmakers now 
twiddling their thumbs, on June 10 Perry announced that he would reopen negotiations on providing extra 
cash for roads. Legislators failed to reach a deal on funding mechanisms during the regular session; the 
fact that the controversial measure is back on the agenda suggests a deal may be near completion. 

However, expect less accord on the two items added the next day. Perry wants lawmakers to pass 
more regulation of already heavily regulated abortion providers - red meat for the Tea Party and 
evangelicals. More surprising is his call for a mandatory minimum sentence of life with 
parole for 17-year-olds in capital felony cases: a measure no one has been describing as a priority, 
other than prosecutors. - R.W. 
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ENVIRONMENT: GOOD WATER, BAD GAS 

The notable passage of the state’s first 
major long-range water plan (see “More in 
the Kitty, Less in the Lakes,” left) marked the 
session’s biggest bipartisan endorsement of 
Texas’ natural resources (with undeniable 
concerns about the program turning into a 
boondoggle for pipeline companies). Beyond 
that, the Lege took a couple of additional 
steps forward on some environmental issues 
and continued backsliding on others, while a 
fair number of good and bad bills went 
nowhere. A few highlights: 

• WATER: Pending the governor’s signature, 
Homeowners Associations will no longer 
be able to block property owners from replac- 
ing grass with drought-resistant, water-con- 
serving landscapes. On its face, Senate Bill 
198 (Sen. Kirk Watson, Rep. Dawnna 
Dukes) may not sound like a big deal, but 
HOAs are notorious for making homeowners’ 
lives miserable for straying from the homoge- 
neous, water-hogging playbook. 

In another win for the little people, House 
Bill 1461 (Rep. Jimmie Aycock, Sen. Troy 
Fraser), requires water utilities to notify cus- 
tomers if they’re losing water from leaky 
pipes. The bill drew opposition from a water 
company, the Association of Water Board 
Directors, and the cities of Fort Worth and 
Corpus Christi, but passed out of both cham- 
bers and now awaits the governor’s signature. 

The 2011 record-breaking drought served 
as the central argument behind the session’s 
water-conservation bills, but not all of them 
had legs. Lon Burnam’s HB 3604 was one 
of those that made it to the governor’s desk. 
It adds more teeth to requirements that cer- 
tain water suppliers and irrigation districts 
not only develop conservation and drought 
contingency plans - but actually implement 
them when the governor declares a drought 
disaster. Other water-saving proposals 
weren’t as fortunate. Watson’s failed SB 199 
would have required power plants to evalu- 
ate their water usage and submit annual 
reports to the Texas Commission on Environ- 
mental Quality. 

• AIR: Continuing a series of gifts to the oil 
and gas industry, new legislation (HB 788 by 
Rep. Wayne Smith) now shifts the responsi- 
bility of permitting for greenhouse gas emis- 
sions to the TCEQ instead of the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, Rick Perry’s 
Enemy No. 1. All that’s needed now is the 
governor’s John Hancock. 

• TREES: In April we reported on two bills 

that would have given property owners more 
leeway in removing trees from their land (see 
“Then There’s This,” April 5). One bill in par- 
ticular, HB 1377 (Rep. Lois Kolkhorst), 
would have overridden local heritage tree 
protection rules. The bill drew strong oppo- 
sition from enviros and city leaders across 
the state, including letters from Austin and 
San Antonio mayors Lee Leffingwell and 
Julian Castro. Homebuilder lobbyists were 
only able to move the bill as far as Calen- 
dars, where it stalled. That was also the 
final resting place for Paul Workman’s HB 
1858, which would have allowed property 
owners to remove a tree if they believed it 
posed a fire risk. - A.S. 


LGBT: CLOSE ENOUGH FOR COMFORT 

As the saying goes, “almost” only counts 
in horseshoes and hand grenades. Add to 
that list LGBT equality. The 83rd 
Legislature did not give cause for an equali- 
ty victory lap - but it did offer some signifi- 
cant movement. “Almost” not only counted, 
but marked the most productive term for 
pro-LGBT legislation since the 2001 pas- 
sage of the James Byrd Jr. Hate Crimes 
Prevention Act. 

An unprecedented 31 pro-LGBT bills were 
filed during the session. Quixotic attempts 
to extend anti-discrimination laws to 
include gender identity and sexual orienta- 
tion, to repeal the constitutional ban on 
same-sex marriage, and to allow the easy 
change of state ID gender markers died 
early deaths in committee. However, some 
less far-reaching legislation gained trac- 
tion. For the first time in 12 years, three 
equality-minded bills made it out of com- 
mittee with some measure of GOP support. 
Key among those supporters was Dallas 
Sen. John Carona, who helped usher out 
of the Senate Criminal Justice Committee 
Sen. Jose Rodriguez’s measure to remove 
unenforceable language about homosexual 
conduct from the Texas Penal Code, and 
Sen. John Whitmire’s bill to extend statu- 
tory rape protections to same-sex 
minors. A “Romeo and Juliet” companion 
bill, authored by openly pansexual fresh- 
man Rep. Mary Gonzalez, cleared 
House committee. 

Anti-LGBT bills were less plentiful, but 
they did make for a handful of close calls. 
Most highly publicized was Arlington Rep. 
Bill Zedler’s effort to defund college 
LGBT centers on the grounds that they pro- 
mote “high-risk behavior for AIDS, HIV, 
Hepatitis B, and any sexually transmitted 
disease.” A national uproar and several peti- 
tions erupted before Zedler withdrew the bill 
from the House floor. Stall tactics helped 
two other bills languish. New Braunfels Sen. 
Donna Campbell’s anti-transgender bill 
would have barred documents without pho- 
tos, including affidavits of gender reassign- 
ment, from being used to obtain marriage 
licenses. Muenster Rep. Drew Springer’s 
bill would have allowed the attorney general 
to withdraw funding from school districts 
that offer domestic partner benefits. 

That the closest anti-LGBT call required a 
great deal of maneuvering was itself a sign 
of progress. Fort Worth Rep. Matt Krause 
originally filed HB 360 with language allow- 
ing student groups at state universities to 
restrict membership based on gender, race, 
or sexual orientation. A diluted version 
cleared committee but never received a 
vote. Late in the game, Krause attached the 
language to a popular Senate education bill, 
where it was adopted by the lower chamber. 
With only a few days left before sine die, the 
Senate could not agree on the amendment’s 
scope, and removed it before sending the 
bill to Gov. Rick Perry’s desk.

On May 15, by a vote of 36-10, the U.S. 
House Agriculture Committee passed its ver- 
sion of the 2013 farm bill: House Resolution 
1947, or the Federal Agriculture Reform and 
Risk Management Act (FARRM). 

The cumbersome piece of legislation, 
currently pending in the House, covers 
everything from crop insurance to nutrition 
programs, with 80% of the overall budget 
allotted to domestic food assistance. 
Revisited every five years, the existing 
farm bill has been in effect since 2008, after 
Congress failed to pass a farm bill in 2012, 
largely due to conflict over cuts to the 
Supplemental Nutrition 
Assistance Program, more 
commonly known as SNAP. 

While both the Senate and 
the House bills contain mas- 
sive cuts to nutrition pro- 
grams, the Senate’s $4 bil- 
lion in cuts to SNAP is chump 
change compared to the 
House’s version. Regrettably, 
that so-called reform bill includes 
more than $21 billion in cuts to the 
program. Touted by the House as “the first 
reforms to SNAP since the welfare reforms 
of 1996,” the bill would slash 3% of the 
domestic food aid program over the course 
of 10 years. 




Not surprisingly, prospective cuts to 
SNAP would largely impact Texans in need. 
In order to qualify for SNAP benefits in 
Texas, an individual must have no more 
than $2,000 in the bank and make less than 
$14,079 annually. The annual income limi- 
tations increase by about $5,000 for each 
additional person living in the household. 
For instance, in order to qualify for SNAP 
benefits, the combined income for a family 
of four could not exceed $28,665. 

According to Kathy Green, senior direc- 
tor of advocacy and public policy at the 
Capital Area Food Bank, 170,000 
Texans and 5,300 Travis County 
residents would immediately 
lose access to SNAP due to 
the elimination of “categori- 
cal eligibility” - which allows 
a household already receiv- 
ing benefits from another 
specified low-income assis- 
tance program, such as 
Temporary Assistance for 
Needy Families, to be automati- 
cally eligible for SNAP without hav- 
ing to undergo an additional eligibility 
determination. Instead, under the current 
revision, a household would have to demon- 
strate that it meets the specific require- 
ments of each program, creating an addi- 
tional barrier to participation. 

While CAFB actively engages in outreach 
to enroll those who qualify for SNAP bene- 
fits, Green compared the cuts to taking a 
resource right out of the pockets of those 
who need it the most, noting that most 
people receiving benefits are working. 
Though the food bank services about 
300,000 people a year, Green says the 
demand is much greater, closer to 400,000. 
The proposed cuts would increase the 
demand on the food bank’s pantry, stretch- 
ing already-thin resources to the brink. 

The proposed cuts to SNAP also threaten 
the stability of the local food economy. In an 


effort to increase access to local, healthy food 
for low-income Austinites, many of the city’s 
farmers markets have started accepting 
SNAP, including the Sustainable Food 
Center’s farmers’ markets, HOPE Farmers 
Market, and Rosewood Community Mar- 
ket. According to Alexa Senter, market 
director of the HOPE market, “SNAP accep- 
tance is part of our organization’s goal to 
increase access to and awareness of healthy 
local food options. Access to healthy food can 
help low-income residents prevent diet-relat- 
ed chronic illnesses, but it also helps our 
regional food system by supporting farmers 
and ranchers . . . The impact of these budget 
cuts could seriously affect low-income urban 
families as well as our hard-working rural 
farmers and ranchers - two vulnerable popu- 
lations that our market and the local food 
movement aim to connect and support.” 
Despite the grim outlook, many congres- 
sional reps don’t think the cuts go deep 
enough. Texas GOP Rep. Randy Neuge- 


bauer of Lubbock offered an amendment 
targeting an additional $12 billion dollars in 
SNAP funding. “I think there’s more room 
to target our nutrition funding better,” he 
said in a statement. “There are families who 
truly need nutrition assistance, and, with 
these reforms, I’m working to ensure tax- 
payer dollars are targeted to those families.” 
But according to Rachel Cooper, senior 
policy analyst for the Center for Public Policy 
Priorities, the proposed reduction in SNAP 
benefits is unconscionable. “In the long run, 
you hurt families with children, the elderly, 
and the disabled - the blameless who can’t 
help themselves,” says Cooper. “The majority 
of SNAP recipients in Texas who are able to 
work are working. Participation has already 
dropped 4% from its peak as the economy and 
living wages have improved. We take issue 
with the attacks on SNAP since we have just 
experienced the worst recession since the 
Depression. We need to make sure the pro- 
gram remains intact.” - Anna Toon 
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Champions of Breakfast for Kids 


Among Austin’s growing foodie culture, Austin 
Democrat Rep. Eddie Rodriguez is growing a 
bountiful reputation as a supporter of small produc- 
ers through his work with the Texas Farm-to- 
Table Caucus. However, his biggest nutritional 
victory will put breakfast on the table for hundreds 
of thousands of kids around the state. 

On May 24, Gov. Rick Perry signed Senate 
Bill 376 into law. Under the new rule, campuses 
with more than 80% of their students eligible for 
free or reduced meals must now also provide free 
breakfasts. While some districts such as Houston 
ISD already provide breakfasts, this measure will 
help feed another 700,000 kids. 

The measure was cooked on both sides of the 
dome: Sen. Eddie Lucio, Jr., D-Brownsville, pre- 
pared it in the upper chamber while bill sponsor 
Rodriguez started the pot simmering in the House. 
The two have worked together before on school 
nutrition bills. In 2011, they served up SB 89, 
expanding the number of poor and hungry kids eli- 


gible for the Summer Food Program. But 

when it came to the breakfast bill, “it’s not my first 
session working on that particular legislation,” said 
Rodriguez. “It’s my second and probably Senator 
Lucio’s third bill trying that out.” In 2011, neither 
lawmaker’s proposal made it out of committee. That 
made this year’s victory all the sweeter, Rodriguez 
said, “just because I didn’t expect it to pass. We 
had a more conservative batch of Republicans, but I 
worked the floor really hard.” He was able to make 
the argument to many Republicans that, since the 
proposal simply leveraged existing federal dollars, it 
would not cost the state the price of a penny candy. 

The bill comes with the support of an extremely 
diverse coalition, from education groups like the 
Texas Association of School Admini- 
strators, to commercial bodies such as the 
Texas Association of Dairymen, to chari- 
ties, including Children at Risk. Jason Sabo 
of Frontera Strategy said, “this wasn’t a hungry kids 
issue. It was a farmers’ group issue. It was a busi- 


ness group issue. It was an academic performance 
issue.” He credited Rodriguez for gathering support 
well before the current session started, and said the 
bill proves that, even in conservative Texas, child 
advocates can score legislative wins if they pick 
their battles wisely and reach out beyond their tra- 
ditional allies. He said, “there aren’t going to be 
many bills that are considered a progressive victory 
this session, but this is one.” - Richard Whittaker 
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Keeping the Lights 
on at Casa de Luz 

The iconic Austin eating-and-meeting place dearly 
wants to continue pursuing its macrobiotic mission - 
but can’t quite seem to comply with public safety codes

When Eduardo Longoria started Casa de 
Luz in Austin almost 24 years ago, he 
believed food was the answer. He doesn’t 
think that anymore. 

Now, he says, the solution is food and 
community. It’s a fortuitous shift, as com- 
munity just might be the thing that ends up 
saving Casa, which has faced mounting 
pressure from the city in the last few years. 

Technically, Casa de Luz (“House of 
Light”) is a nonprofit business 
that rents space from the 
Shambala Corporation, 
which owns the land, and 
which Longoria explains is 
owned by another corpo- 
ration that is owned by his 
children, because “back 
then he didn’t want to own 
it.” (A San Diego Casa de 
Luz managed by Longoria’s 
son opened in May of 2012.) 

Casa has been much in the 
news lately because of a longstand- 
ing dispute with the city over the amount of 
parking required for its facilities - and 
whether the question can be resolved by 
some sort of lot-sharing arrangement with a 
nearby city park. But beyond that issue is 
the fact that Casa has been out of compli- 
ance for many years with provisions of the 
city’s building codes - including public 
safety provisions. The various disputes 


have generated considerable pending (and 
unpaid) fines, and landed Casa (and its 
community members) in front of various 
commissions and the City Council. As the ^ 
Chronicle went to press, it remained unclear * 
whether Casa and the city have found a way E 
to resolve the outstanding problems. 

Longoria - better known to his friends as 
“Wayo” - is passionate about the mission of 
Casa de Luz. Although the kitchen 
serves meals to over 200 people 
each day, he bristles at the 
notion that it is a “restau- 
rant” - Casa de Luz, he 
explains, is an “experien- 
tial, educational commu- 
nity center.” As the web- 
site puts it - in the sort of 
romantic rhetoric never 
far from the lips of Casa’s 
defenders - “To say Casa de 
Luz is a restaurant leaves 
most of the story untold. Enter 
the gates and let the peaceful gar- 
dens ease your mind. Large tables build 
community by inviting guests to meet oth- 
ers and share something new. The nourish- 
ment is shared as much as eaten. Come 
dine with us and discover a little more.” 

That “little more” is found in other ser- 
vices that Casa offers on its site - massage 
and relaxation therapies, as well as a robust 
calendar of daily classes and events that 


include such things as yoga, acting classes, 
“karma dog training,” and “authentic relat- 
ing.” In front of the restaurant is the inde- 
pendently run Parkside Montessori School, 
which Longoria says is considering reloca- 
tion; should that happen, he says he might 
open a new school. 

The food at Casa is accompanied by more 
theory than you find at most restaurants. 
Over dinner with Longoria, we touched on 
topics like sugar addiction, the need for 
intestinal cleanses, and the ethics of serv- 
ing meat. That might be polite mealtime 


conversation throughout Austin, but as 
Longoria tells it, at Casa there is also a com- 
plex theory behind the food being served. 

I confess I didn’t grasp all of it - oil is a 
big no-no, because it is prone to rancidity. 
Also “whole food” - unprocessed in any way 
- is important, though some things can be 
crushed, like the sesame seeds that dilute 
the Himalayan salt on every table. The 
water is fluoride-filtered, carbon-filtered, 
and “vortex-activated” (just like it sounds). 
Animal products and by-products are ver- 
boten. Vinegar is sometimes “alive” ... and 
sometimes not. (The alive vinegar is better, 
I think, but that may have just been dinner 
conversation.) There was also a lot of recom- 
mended reading for the macrobiotic set. 

Though it’s not quite that easy, either. 
Longoria explains that the term “macrobi- 
otic” food (i.e., “large life”) misses the point. 
Like some of the food served, the term must 
be taken as a whole - as a reflection of what 
he calls “the great life” that extends beyond 
the sustenance offered. 

the Casa Vibe 

Whatever the theory behind it, the food 
is delicious. I had kahocha squash for the 
first time - an Asian acorn squash, pre- 
pared in a soup that tasted like a lighter 
split pea. The salad - mixed greens, with a 
pepita parsley cilantro akin to creamy 
tahini pesto - was just flat-out great. 
(Although I will never forsake olive oil, no 
matter how prone to rancidity, I intend to 
re-create this dressing soon.) The entree 
consisted of brown rice, enfrijoladas with 
“sun cheese” (a house specialty) and gua-

A partial chronology of the code compliance and enforcement history 
concerning the Casa de Luz “ school cafeteria’/restaurant/ 11 experiential, 
educational community center " facility at 1701 Toomey Road. - E.P. 


1989: Casa de Luz predecessor, 
East West Center on South Fifth 
Street, burns down. 

Feb- 1991: Casa opens on Toomey 
Road, with a certificate of occu- 
pancy for a school cafeteria. 

1993: Casa de Luz initially notified 
that the facility has insufficient 
on-site parking to comply with city 
ordinances. Over the years, the 
business has periodically leased 
parking and has informally used 
parking at Butler Shores Park, 
without permission. 

2002: Following an anonymous com- 
plaint about permits and parking, 
Casa comes under city scrutiny. 


2003: Austin files charges against 
Casa for changing its use without 
a permit, and for parking 
violations. 

Dec. 2003: Casa seeks a variance 
for parking requirements (granted 
in 2004 to allow reduced, off-site 
parking). Neighbors sue the Board 
of Adjustment over the variance. 

Jan. 2004: Casa granted 30 more 
days to find additional parking. 

Feb. 2004: Parking deadline 
extended 30 more days 

2004: Casa notified of failure to 
acquire an appropriate certificate 
of occupancy. 


2008: Warning issued for lack of a 
certificate of occupancy. 

Mar. 2009: Warning issued for 
lack of CO; city files case with 
municipal court. 

Oct. 2009: Code compliance 
inspection finds numerous 
violations. 

Dec. 2009: Casa cited for a lack of 
site plan and commercial building 
permit for the “Serena Room” and 
is advised that there is no active 
certificate of occupancy. 

Aug. 2010: Inspection by Austin 
Fire Department cites inadequate 
access to building; Longoria still 
seeking sufficient parking. 

Aug. 2011: Casa pays $2,500 in 
fines for misdemeanor charges 
stemming from development with- 
out a site plan, lack of CO, and 
lack of building permit. Building 
remains in violation of fire code. 


Nov. 2011: Following AFD inspec- 
tion, Longoria reports on process 
of getting approval for parking on 
city property (still ongoing) and 
installing fire hydrant (never 
completed). 

April 2012: Longoria informs city 
that Casa is attempting to install 
a sprinkler system. 

June 2012: Fire code violations 
referred to the Building and 
Standards Commission. 

Aug. & Sept. 2012: Guilty pleas; 
Casa pays $1,500 fine and court 
costs. 

Sept. 2012: BSC reviews case, 
grants Casa additional time to 
address code violations. 
Accumulated unpaid fines: more 
than $22,000 and accruing. 

May 2013: BSC reviews case, 
grants Casa another month; return 
to BSC scheduled for June 26.

camole, veggies, pickled beets, and kale 
with an almond-sunflower seed sauce (also 
pretty good). I don’t know what “sun 
cheese” is, and I didn’t understand why 
tortillas get special dispensation because 
corn is the original grain of the gods - but 
I’ll accept any excuse to include tortillas at 
any time. The meal was excellent - why 
look a gift sun cheese in the mouth? 

The meal brims with a vitality rarely 
found outside of one’s own kitchen which, it 
seems, is kind of the point. Casa de Luz is 
designed to feel like your own dining room 
- if you have a very large, very friendly fam- 
ily. The room is filled with ample, inviting 
round tables where plenty of folks await, 
ready and willing to discuss that morning’s 
yoga class. It won’t be to everyone’s taste - 
but those who miss the camaraderie of sum- 
mer camp mess halls and find their food 
wanting in theoretical justification would 
do well to find a nearby parking place 
(somewhere), or just bike or schlep on over 
for a meal. 

John Richter, like many customers and 
supporters, describes himself as an evan- 
gelist for Casa; he estimates that he has 
been eating there for about 14 years, some- 
times several times a day. (Richter also 
launched a Change.org petition in support 
of the business that had more than 2,700 
signatures a couple of weeks ago.) Richter 
is one of the community members of Casa 
who is trying to help sort things out. (At 
the most recent Building and Standards 
Commission meeting, Longoria ceded con- 
trol to community members, and was 
fetched from the hallway crowd only after 
the commission requested his presence. 
He explained that he hadn’t planned to 
speak, because he was too emotionally 
attached to “the whole thing.”) 

Richter praises the Casa food, and empha- 
sizes the community- 
style dining that allows 
him to make friends 
with people he reckons 
he otherwise never 
would have met. He’s 
been working to save 
something that he feels 
is unique in Austin: 

“There are places that 
are vegetarian, there 
are a few whole-food 
places, but I’m not sure I’ve ever seen a 
larger community vibe or feel than Casa.” 

This “vibe” is part of the macrobiotic sen- 
sibility of Casa. Everyone is served the 
same meal, sharing the experience as part 
of a family. “You eat what you are served in 
the Hippocratic tradition of making food 
your medicine,” explains Longoria. 

I’m not going to pretend that I know what 
that means, precisely, but it’s hard to ignore 
the fact that the “macrobiotic community” 
of Casa de Luz is a strong one; those who 
support Casa do so fervently. They claim 
without irony that the diet has saved their 
lives - and they do so whether the nominal 
discussion is about fire codes, parking, or 
any other matter that has found Casa de 
Luz on the wrong side of the law for the past 
10 years or so. 


Earth to Mars ... 

And for those who have wanted to help 
Casa - within or without the “Casa commu- 
nity” - it’s been a frustrating process. Many 
agree that Casa is a special Austin place, 
worthy of preservation, but its history of 
code compliance complaints stretch back 
years. In partial response, Casa’s defenders 
offer various conspiracy theories about 
land grabs; but the case files for 1701 
Toomey Road tell a different story, with 
multiple chance after chance granted by 
the city, year after year after year (see “The 
City of Austin vs. Casa de Luz: A 
Chronology,” p.20). 

On May 22, a clearly exasperated 
Building and Standards Commission 
extended the deadline once again, giving s 
Casa until the commission’s June 26 meet- i 
ing to come up with a plan - any plan - to * 
address fire code problems: primarily “ 
entrance and exit improvements and a con- \ 
vincing attempt to install a sprinkler sys- 
tem. A similar warning was given at the 
September 2012 meeting, when commis- 
sioners gave Casa 90 days to bring its build- 
ing into compliance. The House of Light 
didn’t do so, and has since racked up 
$19,428.57 in fines as a consequence - a 
total that grows by $1,000 each week. 
Nonetheless, perhaps swayed by the emo- 
tional crowd that spilled out of the hearing 
room and into the halls, the commission 
voted to extend the grace period another 
month. Commissioner David Brown said 
he was bothered by Casa’s approach, point- 
ing to the people who filled the City Hall 
room and crowded the windows, holding 
signs that - he pointed out - asked the com- 
mission to do something that Casa had not 
done itself, and fix all of the problems 
threatening to shut its doors. 


“We don’t want to close you,” Brown said. 
“That’s the furthest thing from what we 
want to do. But there are certain things we 
have to do. And if you don’t come into com- 
pliance, we have to do something,” added 
an exasperated Brown, who by that point 
had endured several testimonials on Casa- 
cured health problems. “I don’t care what 
it’s doing - if it’s bringing Mars to Earth, we 
just can’t keep it going. 

“You cannot get a permit [for the fixes 
that need to be done] because you have not 
done what you are supposed to do, or you 
did things that you shouldn’t have done,” 
he continued. “And the energy you’ve cre- 
ated in all of these people, with all of these 
signs that indicate to us that we need to do 
something that you have not done ... that 
bothers me.” 


A lack of energy has never been Casa de 
Luz’s problem. A lack of sprinklers, or safe 
passage to the building for firefighters, 
has. Also a problem? The building has a 
certificate of occupancy as a school cafete- 
ria. While students from the neighboring 
Montessori school “sometimes” eat there, 
according to advocates, Planning and 
Development Review Director Greg 
Guernsey insists that the business has 
been misidentified since 2003. Guernsey 
has faced resistance for his reasonable, 
albeit planning-perspective view, that the 
establishment is a restaurant, and should 
be zoned as such and abide by the relevant 
ordinances. “Experiential, educational, 
community center” may be a much 
beloved, even apt description, but it isn’t a 
zoning category. 

Complicating 
matters even more, 
evidence was intro- 
duced at the May 
meeting of the BSC 
that Casa de Luz had 
added an unapproved 
medical office 
(“Nourish, an 

Integrative Medical 
Practice”) and rented 
out an unpermitted 
building since the September meeting, 
when it was given its last last chance. 

Joe Limon, a battalion chief at the 
Austin Fire Department, reiterated to the 
commission that his main concern is pub- 
lic safety, for customers as well as fire- 
fighters, should there be a fire. Because 
Casa is located so far from the street, it is 
required either to install an approved 
sprinkler system or remove the vegetation 
along the path that leads to the building. 
Yet, according to a code compliance pre- 
sentation, not only are there still no sprin- 
klers, more vegetation had been planted 
since the last hearing. 

“In our business, every second counts. 
That’s what it comes down to,” said Limon, 
who at the time of the meeting said that he 
had seen no progress towards a remedy. 


the Fire Next Time 

It would seem hard to argue against man- 
dated sprinklers, or ready fire access to a 
building (especially one so heavily used and 
located so close to a school). Yet one Casa 
supporter, Laura Luthy, did just that at the 
BSC meeting. She dismissed the battalion 
chiefs concerns, saying it had never 
occurred to her to “feel unsafe.” 

“I always feel safe there. It’s never 
occurred to me that I wouldn’t be able to get 
out of the building if anything happened,” 
said Luthy. “It’s a place that I immediately 
feel at peace.” 

Despite those assurances, the risk of fire 
is not just a theoretical possibility. 
According to Longoria’s own brief history of 
Casa, it is a successor to the another macro- 
biotic project. “CDL is the continuation of 
the East West Center of Austin that got its 
start in 1985 on South Fifth,” Longoria 
wrote. “It burned down in 1989. ... It was 
then that we picked up the baton and put 
CDL together with shoestrings and gum.” 

Nevertheless, most of the arguments at 
the BSC - which was tasked only with evalu- 
ating the fire code violations - centered on 
the macrobiotic diet, benefits of meditation, 
and intangible good that Casa de Luz brings 
to Austin. It is, they argue, a place unlike 
any other in town. Does it follow that it 
should be treated differently as well? 

“I totally understand Mr. Brown’s frustra- 
tion,” says Richter. “I had a complete misun- 
derstanding of what was supposed to be 
happening there. I think everybody else did 
too. [The commission] just wanted to hear 
what we’ve done [on code compliance], and 
the vast majority of people who got up to 
speak were advocating how different or spe- 
cial [Casa is] instead of saying, ‘here’s what 
we’ve done to be in compliance.’ I think 
some of that has worked not in our favor.” 

Richter notes that when Casa moved to 
Toomey Road in 1989, there was no antici- 
pation of what would happen in the future, 
or how the area - and Austin - would grow. 
He recalls the Toomey Road of his youth, 
which he remembers as desolate. Now, Casa

He adds that recently there has been a 
shift in supporters’ thinking, evolving past 
the idea that, because Casa is a special place, 
it deserves special treatment. He thinks the 
community has realized that being in com- 
pliance with the city will allow Casa to con- 
tinue to do what makes it special. 

If this “evolution” is indeed taking place, 
it will be a relief to a whole lot of people. At 
the BSC meeting, Commissioner Charles 
Cloutman stated as plainly as he could that 
he had no argument that Casa de Luz is a 
wonderful place. But, like all other wonder- 
ful places in the city, it also needs to comply 
with the fire code. “The point is that it has to 
be safe. The point is that it’s out of compli- 
ance. The point is, if you get away with it, 
who else gets away with it? You can’t double- 
deal,” said Cloutman. “We see no good faith 
on your side. That’s my issue here. ... You 
are throwing up your hands instead of deal- 
ing with it. It doesn’t seem like you really 
want to stay open. What do you want? Do you 
want to fight? You don’t seem to be wanting 
to work on any of the issues that are fixable. 

“If you had a fire in the kitchen, could 
you get those people out?” asked Cloutman. 
“The answer today, six months later, is no.” 

One More Chance 

That resistance may be on the verge of 
changing. Though the Casa supporters fear 
they are in a Kafkaesque nightmare - in 
which improvements that are needed can’t 
be made until the tangled, ongoing parking 
situation is resolved - they say they are tak- 
ing the request for a plan and running with it. 

John Schwarz schild, a former manager at 
Casa de Luz, has helped spearhead the cam- 
paign to get Casa up to code. He explained 
that, while he is unsure how they are going to 
extract themselves from the tangled permit- 
ting process, the group has taken steps since 
the May BSC meeting, opening a Casa de 
Luz compliance fund, working with a sprin- 
kler company to create a sprinkler design, 
establishing an escrow account for fire 


inspections, designing an alternate emer- 
gency exit, and investigating the possibility 
of tapping into a water main for a hydrant, or 
using a hydrant planned for neighboring 
condos currently under construction. 

The community is also compiling a list of 
things they have done (or tried to do) in the 
past to increase safety, like changing the 
opening direction of the doors, installing 
new exit signs, and improving access to the 
building. Schwarzschild says that Casa has 
taken steps in the past to remedy the situa- 
tion, but has been denied building permits 
because of the ongoing parking deficiency, 
a predicament unlikely to be resolved 
before the next BSC meeting. 

“I’m not sure where we are going with 
this. ... But they have said that they don’t 
care about parking, they just care about fire 
safety, so they want to see progress going 
towards fire safety. So we are doing all this,” 
said Schwarzschild. The hope is that, even 
if the permits are held up because of the 
ongoing parking deficiency, the movement 
will show enough good faith to satisfy the 
city until that mess is sorted out. 

In a concurrent process, City Council has 
several propositions on the table which will, in 
theory, address the ongoing parking issues. A 
proposal to allow businesses to lease city park- 
land parking - a thinly veiled attempt to fix 
the parking deficiencies at Casa de Luz - was 
postponed indefinitely last week. In its place, 
Council passed a separate, tentative proposal 
to have staff consider installing parking 
meters in the Butler Shores Park parking lot 
as a way of ensuring that spaces will be avail- 
able to nearby businesses and their custom- 
ers. At the preceding work session, sponsoring 
CM Chris Riley called it (without openly wink- 
ing) “an alternate way of going about trying to 
find a solution for a particular problem.” It’s 
unclear whether the new proposal will survive 
staff and stakeholder review, but it is sched- 
uled to return to Council in August. 

“[The city] is like, ‘come on guys, let’s get 
this done,’ and we’re like, ‘come on, let’s get 
this done,”’ says Schwarzschild. “Everyone 
just wants to see this go away.” ■ 
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An Arbitrary Nation: 
Part 4 


Let us confront the fact - or, if you 
like, the possibility - that we live in a 
rogue nation. 

A definition is needed: For our purposes, 
“rogue nation” means a nation that pur- 
posefully, continually, and systematically 
defies the international laws and treaties 
that govern civilized behavior - treaties that 


said rogue nation had previously promised 
to abide by and enforce. 

To demonstrate that the United States has 
gone rogue, we’ll detour from examining our 
Constitution to look at two foundational docu- 
ments of international law, instigated by and 
signed by the U.S.: the International Bill of 
Human Rights and the Geneva Conventions. 


In 1945, President Truman appointed 
Eleanor Roosevelt as one of the first U.S. 
delegates to the United Nations. As chair- 
person of the United Nations Commission 
on Human Rights, the former First Lady 
was a key player in drafting the 
International Bill of Human Rights, which 
the U.N. voted into international law unan- 
imously on December 10, 1948. (There were 
eight abstentions: the Soviet Bloc, apart- 
heid South Africa, and Saudi Arabia.) 

Article 1: “All human beings are born 
free and equal in dignity and rights.” 
No exceptions. 

Article 2: (italics added): “Everyone is 
entitled to all the rights and freedoms set 
forth in this Declaration, without distinction 
of any kind, such as race, colour, sex, 
language, religion, political or 
other opinion, national or 
social origin, property, birth 
or other status. 
Furthermore, no distinc- 
tion shall be made on the 
basis of the political, juris- 
dictional or international 
status of the country or 
territory to which a person 
belongs, whether it be inde- 
pendent, trust, non-self-gov- 
erning or under any other limita- 
tion of sovereignty .” 

“Without distinction of any kind” - distinc- 
tions, for instance, like “enemy combatant.” 
“Or other opinion,” like jihadists. “Regardless 
of jurisdictional or international status ... 
whether it be ... non-self-governing,” so 
stateless persons and places are included. 
“Or under any other limitation of sovereign- 
ty” - such as failed states. 

Article 5: “No one shall be subjected to 
torture or to cruel, inhuman or degrading 
treatment or punishment.” No one. Ever. 

Article 6: “Everyone has the right to rec- 
ognition everywhere as a person before the 
law.” Everyone means everyone, and every- 
where means everywhere, including 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 


Article 9: “No one shall be subjected to 
arbitrary arrest, detention or exile.” Again, 
no one means no one. “Shall be” means ever. 

Article 10: “Everyone is entitled in full 
equality to a fair and public hearing by an 
independent and impartial tribunal ... 
[regarding] any criminal charge against 
him.” Any means any, including terrorism. 

Let’s turn now to the Geneva Conventions, 
a body of international law that covers 
countries at war. Here is what the Geneva 
Conventions consider “grave breaches” (as 
listed in Wikipedia): 

1) “Willful killing, torture or inhumane 
treatment.” 

2) “Willfully causing great suffering or 
serious injury to body or health.” 

4) “Willfully depriving someone of the 
right to a fair trial if accused of a war crime ” 
(my italics). Nazis who killed millions were 
given fair trials. That’s the standard. 

“Also considered grave breaches are ... 
unlawful deportation, transfer, or confinement.” 

Finally, “those provisions are considered 
customary international law, allowing war 
crimes prosecution by the United Nations 
and its International Court of Justice over 
groups that have signed and have not signed 
the Geneva Conventions” (my italics). Even 
“groups” are entitled to fair treatment, like 
the groups that attack and are attacked by 
the United States. 

In his foreign policy speech of May 23, 
President Obama said, “America’s actions 
are legal. . . . Under domestic law and inter- 
national law the United States is at war.” 

His statement is intended to create the 
impression that we’re in compliance with 
international law, though it is glaringly 
obvious that we are not. With almost admi- 
rable audacity, after implying that we’re in 
compliance, Obama admitted that “we are 
force-feeding detainees ... on a hunger 
strike,” as though that’s just fine. 

“The U.N. High Commissioner for 
Human Rights has called force-feeding a 
violation of international law, and the World 
Medical Association, of which the U.S. is a

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member, declared in 1991 that the practice 
is ‘never ethically acceptable’ unless a pris- 
oner consents or is unable to make a ratio- 
nal choice” (Time, May 30). 

“The lawyers representing the detainees 
would like to file a motion in federal court to 
stop the force-feeding, but there is a Catch- 
22. They can’t go to court without the consent 
of their clients - and thanks to another set of 
harsh, new [Obama administration] proto- 
cols, including ... genital and anal searches 
... most clients are now refusing to talk to 
their lawyers. ... The United Nations Office 
of the Commissioner for Human Rights 
released a statement in early May calling the 
continued detention in Guantanamo a ‘fla- 
grant violation of international human rights 
law’ and categorizing the force-feeding at the 
prison as ‘cruel, inhuman and degrading’” 
(The New York Times, May 31). 

To be in violation of so many aspects of 
international law, on such a scale and for so 
many years, is to be rogue. 

Congress and the White House have 
passed new laws to institute and codify our 
outlaw behavior, but internationally this 
makes us no less rogue. 

Democrats and Republicans are equally 
culpable. Check vote counts for the Patriot 
Act, the Military Commissions Act, the 
National Defense Authorization Act, etc., or 
count votes for Senate bills to forbid releasing 
Gitmo detainees. George W. Bush and Barack 
Obama share equal responsibility for backing 
and signing such bills. Our violation of inter- 
national law is a thoroughly bipartisan affair. 

I feel like the kid in the back row of the 
classroom raising his hand to ask if statutes 
passed by Congress and signed by the presi- 
dent are actually legal when they blatantly 
violate treaties and agreements signed and 
ratified by the United States. But that kind 
of back-row kid can raise his hand all day 
and the question will not be answered. 

You perhaps noticed that during the 2012 
presidential election, international law and 
the Constitution were nonissues. Liberals 
were as happy as conservatives about that. 
A vigorous public and journalistic defense 
of the Constitution and of international law 
would have damaged the electability of 
either party’s candidate. 

So it’s not only the government that’s 
gone rogue. With the consent of the gov- 
erned, both explicit and tacit, the country 
has gone rogue. 

The ability and willingness to commit 
violence anywhere in the world; the ability 
and willingness to ignore our commitments 
to international agreements; the ability and 
willingness to say with a smile that we are 
not doing what everyone else knows we are 
doing; and, above all, the ability to get away 
with it - these (and a large, restless econo- 
my) make the United States the world’s 
most powerful, or most muscular, nation. 

The Framers felt this truth to be 
self-evident: 

Law that fails to bind the strongest as 
well as the weakest is not law. 

With 12 consecutive years of rogue behavior, 
the United States has, in essence, ended inter- 
national law. All that’s left is a pile of old docu- 
ments that America has proved impotent. ■

A Strange Object in the Fourth Dimension 

TESSERACT MARRIES LITERATURE, FILM, MUSIC, AND INTERACTIVITY

Prepare for a convergence of space, time, 
and art into a single hypercube of cultural 
experience. In other words, a typical Thursday 
night in Austin - cubed. 

Local literary magazines and independent 
presses like Foxing Quarterly and Write 
Bloody Publishing have shown a remarkable 
attention to Austin’s richly textured artistic 
world, hosting events that incorporate music, 
performance, and visual arts into their cele- 
bration of the written word. On June 20, A 
Strange Object, the small press headed up 
by former American Short Fiction editors Jill 
Meyers and Callie Collins, will add to that 
movement a highly curated quarterly reading 
series called Tesseract. 

In geometry, a tesseract is the fourth- 
dimensional equivalent of a cube, and 
Tesseract will feature four main blocks of pro- 
gramming: literature, film, local music, and 
an interactive feature that Collins describes 
as “kind of a wild card.” For the inaugural 
event, author Claire Vaye Watkins will read 
from her award-winning story collection 
Battleborn, described as “a perfect collec- 


tion” by judges for the 2012 Story Prize. “We 
couldn’t be more excited to have her,” Collins 
says, calling Watkins’ exploration of the 
American West “fresh and beautiful.” 

The interactive portion of the evening will 
be presented by philosopher Tamler Sommers, 
author of the McSweeney’s book A Very Bad 
Wizard. In his popular podcast, Sommers 
facilitates approachable and accessible con- 
versations about big philosophical topics like 
morality and free will. A short film called 
“Beijing Silvermine” by Emiland Guillerme will 
feature archival photographs of China in the 
20 years following the Cultural Revolution. 

The photographs, reproduced from negatives 
salvaged by Thomas Sauvin, show Chinese 
citizens sampling a new life of consumer capi- 
talism and leisure in the years between 1985 
and 2005. Local band Tele Novella (featuring 
members of Agent Ribbons, Voxtrot, and 
Belaire) will entertain guests as they sample 
a special cocktail devised for the occasion by 
mixologist Jason Stevens on the airy, modern 
rooftop of the AMOA-Arthouse at the Jones 
Center Downtown. 


Collins and Meyers drew inspiration for 
the name of the series from Madeleine 
L’ Engle’s A Wrinkle in Time, in which “tesser- 
act” is a way of traveling through time and 
space similar to a wormhole. Meyers 
explains: “In the novel, it’s a method of 
transport, and you’re not always certain 
where you’ll end up.” Transporting the audi- 
ence from the American West to China and 
back again, the selection of literature, film, 
and music is designed to provide a pipeline 
to past memories and visions of the future. 
“We’re excited to move together with our 
audience through these different explora- 
tions,” Meyers says. “But we have no way to 
predict what will come out of them.” 

A Strange Object, with its stated mission 
of publishing “surprising, heartbreaking fic- 
tion alongside thoughtful ephemera,” will 
publish its first book on Oct. 1, a debut 
collection of short stories that Meyers calls 
“mesmerizing and mysterious”: Three 
Scenarios in Which Hana Sasaki Grows a 
Tail by Michener Center for Writers fellow 
Kelly Luce. 



Meyers hopes that in addition to introduc- 
ing Austin to impressive and daring new 
authors, A Strange Object can provide a 
locus for its most exciting interdisciplinary 
experiences. “Austin is such a collaborative 
town, and it’s so warm. There are people 
working in different fields who already inter- 
act. We’re looking to bring that into a struc- 
ture, and allow people to see how these dif- 
ferent disciplines speak to one another.” ■

Galaxy Dance Studios 

CAN LORN MACDOUGAL SAVE SOUTH LAMAR'S MOVEMENT SPACE?

You might think Lorn MacDougal is crazy for taking on the 
duties of artistic director of Galaxy Dance Studios, a position 
that six other competent professionals have left in the organi- 
zation’s four-year history. You might think she’s even crazier 
for doing it for free. 

But MacDougal thinks - in fact, she knows - that Galaxy is 
a major asset to the contemporary dance community, even if 
the community isn’t sure of it yet. The South Lamar suite fills 
a south-central void for studio space, and the largest of its 
four studios can be set up for performances. With their 
sprung, Marmoleum-covered floors, in hues of orange sherbet 
and leek green, and acoustic ceiling tiles, the studios are not 
quite beautiful but bright, clean, and comfortable. So for the 
past nine months, MacDougal has programmed the school’s 
classes (the independent renters are handled by a general 
manager), guided teachers, and curated performances. As a 
volunteer, she says, she’s been able to set limits that per- 
haps the half-dozen salaried directors before her could not. 

When you expect nothing in return, your actions are not 
bound by an equation. Perhaps that’s why innovation, as much 
as altruism, has driven MacDougal’s chapter of Galaxy leader- 
ship. Since George “Buzz” and Angel Avery, middle-aged mem- 
bers of an ecstatic dance group (read: free-form new-age feel- 
good groove meetup) that frequently rents the studios, found- 
ed Galaxy in 2009, they’ve failed to make the position sustain- 
able. Lack of continuity has made it difficult for anyone run- 
ning the place to break even - the rent is more than $10,000 



a month - let alone plan for long-term survival. Frances 
Mohler, who held the position for about a year, found the 
Averys to be too controlling of the class schedule. When she 
left in 2011, she was incensed enough to take her 26 stu- 
dents with her. Andrea Ariel, who was hired in August of 2011 
and brought her company, Ariel Dance Theatre, in residence 
but uprooted again after less than six months, laments the 
owners’ lack of understanding that a financial “cushion” was 
needed to develop a strategic, artistic vision for the long term. 


Understanding that Galaxy is running out of chances, 
MacDougal’s attitude is can-do, bootstraps. Need seating ris- 
ers? Ikea hack. Performance space needs visibility? Give indie 
choreographers an incentive with an affordable co-production 
arrangement. Need rent money? Bring the breakdance teacher 
to show off (and attract students) at elementary schools. 

A quiet crusader, MacDougal is subtly honing the class 
schedule from an anything-goes approach toward more curated 
offerings - for example, a children’s creative dance and draw- 
ing camp replaced a slightly tacky princess pre-ballet - and 
highlighting the performance space through co-productions, 
such as Nicole Roerick’s Morose Beauty in May, a success by 
all measures. Next up, MacDougal and her partner Alain Le 
Razer, under their organization All Things Animate, will present 
Made in Austin, a program of short works by Magdalena 
Jarkowiec, Lisa Del Rosario, Rosalyn Nasky, Roerick, and 
MacDougal, and films by Le Razer and Katherine Hodges. 

There’s also a possibility on the horizon, says MacDougal, of 
a large-scale partnership, a cohabitation of the space with 
another organization, though she can’t disclose details yet. 

Given that the lease is up in November, leaving Galaxy at risk for 
a rent hike, one hopes the plan comes through. “It’s something 
we all need,” MacDougal insists. “We need spaces not just to 
teach, but to dance and to create.” Ariel’s similar sentiments, in 
a separate conversation, suggest the irony that so many mem- 
bers of the dance community have been working on the Galaxy 
problem, only in inefficient succession rather than collaboration. 
“The space has heart,” maintains Ariel. “Otherwise, you wouldn’t 
have all these people who tried.” - Jonelle Seitz

have particular requirements that are dif- 
ferent from residential space. For instance, 
there are acoustics and built-in storage 
requirements to consider. Acoustics are a 
particularly thorny problem for restaurants 
because, while architects and designers 


ette. “Things like that you would probably 
never do in a residential project.” 

Hsu agrees: “We torture wood in a lot of 
different ways. We use a lot of organic mate- 
rials. Knotty wood, wood that has checks 
and cracks in it, is interesting. A lot of what 
we do is in choosing materials to accent 
very clean space, and we use a lot of them.” 
Asked whether he believes that design is 
a key to a successful restaurant, Hsu 
responds with an unqualified yes. “It 
doesn’t necessarily have to be design with a 
capital D, but it is much harder to make a 
case for a restaurant that is not concepted. 
Restaurants that don’t do that will find it 
much harder to succeed.” 

Restaurant owners agree. The growing 
commitment to design has redefined cus- 
tomer expectations. That twentysomething 
computer animator in the green American 
Apparel jeans wants his duck confit salad in 
a restaurant that conveys the spirit of its food. 
And most owners strive to provide that, even 
when they cannot afford to hire a profession- 
al architect. Ned and Jodi Elliott opened 
Foreign & Domestic on a shoestring budget, 
but design was still important to them. They 
used a combination of natural and industrial 
elements, highlighted with splashes of color 
to reflect their unpretentious food and ser- 
vice style. “People can achieve good design at 
all price points, but design is something that 
has to be thought about. It is as important as 


Anyone who has ever waited two hours 
for a table at Barley Swine will tell you that 
Austin’s restaurant scene is red hot at the 
moment. Once a culinary backwater, Austin 
has, in the past decade, become a destina- 
tion for chefs and foodies alike. New eater- 
ies open almost weekly, fueled by a steady 
buzz of celebrity-style gossip from social 
media, TV, and traditional news. The Food 
Network includes Austin on its customary 
call list, The New York Times checks in reg- 
ularly, and Anthony Bourdain popped in for 
a plate of chicken’s balls during SXSW 2012. 

Certainly, cuisine is a big part of this. 
Austin chefs and diners alike have become 
increasingly worldly, with a growing sense 
of sophistication about the art of eating 
well. Gone are the days of chicken-fried 
steak and bland Tex-Mex. (OK, so maybe 
they’re not gone, but they’ve taken a back- 
seat.) Food at places like Uchi, Barley 
Swine, Foreign & Domestic, and Sway is 
about experimentation, nov- 
elty, and, increasingly, art. 

Look around at the whimsi- 
cal play of firecracker-red tile 
and rough-finished wood at 
Uchiko or the soaring win- 
dows and blue-accented 
sculptural concrete at La 
Condesa, and you can see how 
the look of Austin dining has 
transformed. These places 
bespeak a new artfulness that 
didn’t exist back in the days 
when design meant a cham- 
pagne bottle in the men’s uri- 
nal at Jean Pierre’s Upstairs, 
and stodgy old Jeffrey’s was 
the only A-game in town. On 
this new culinary terrain, 
restaurant design - its con- 
cept, if you will - has 
become almost as impor- 
tant as the food. 

Austin was never a res- 
taurant town. During the 
heyday of the Armadillo 
and Liberty Lunch, eating 
out was something you did 
quickly, on your way to a movie or 
a club. “Back then, the dining experience 
was not an evening’s entertainment; it was 
just feeding the machine,” says architect 
Dick Clark. “The idea of destination dining 
did not exist in Austin.” 

That began to change in the Nineties 
when the first wave of destination restau- 
rants opened. Restaurateur Reed Clemons 
opened Mezzaluna on Colorado Street in 
1992 and almost single-handedly created a 
new “warehouse” district Downtown. Clark 
designed Mezzaluna, and until then Austin 
had never seen anything so modern. All 
glass, metal, and concrete, a curving see- 
and-be-seen bar dominated the room, while 


twinkling lights artfully illuminated private 
corners. “After [Mezzaluna] took off, people 
started realizing there was more to dining 
than just eating. It was also a social scene . . . 
I like to think I had a part in this change.” 
Clark’s impact on restaurant design is 
undeniable. Clark went on to design many 
of Austin’s buzz restaurants in the Nineties 
and early Aughties - The Granite Cafe (now 
Fino), the Bitter End (now Frank), Kenichi, 
Star Bar, Maiko - literally transforming the 
way Austinites experienced fine dining. 
Clark’s designs were stages, and dining 
became theatre. More importantly, Clark 
trained a new crop of architects who have 
carried on his vision. 

These days, the man of the moment is 
undeniably Michael Hsu, the 44-year-old 
Clark studio veteran that seemingly 
everyone wants to hire. And no wonder. 
With a resume that includes so many des- 
tination restaurants - Uchi, Uchiko, La 
Condesa, Sway, Epicerie, 
and Olivia, as well as such 
family-friendly eateries as P. 
Terry’s, More Home Slice, 
Lucy’s Fried Chicken, and 
Maudie’s in Lakeway - Hsu’s 
work is almost a prerequisite 
for success. 

Hsu took away valuable 
lessons from his 11 years with 
Clark, among them the impor- 
tance of function and flow, 
and how to choreograph a 
meal - from the way people 
enter a room to how they cel- 
ebrate important moments 
through food.

Hsu compares restau- 
rant design to the clothes 
people wear to a party - like a 
costume. “At restaurants, there is 
an expectation for novelty and experi- 
ence because you are there just temporar- 
ily. And I think that is the magic of restau- 
rants, because they are not as permanent 
as a lot of structures. There is an expecta- 
tion of a slight thrill every time you go out 
to eat.” Whether it comes from the trans- 
parency of an open kitchen or from a strik- 
ing chandelier, a well-designed restaurant 
is a sensory adventure. 

Jamie Chioco, who recently completed 
Winflo Osteria and the new Benji’s, is 
another A-list designer who started his 
career in Clark’s studio. Like Clark and 
Hsu, he understands that restaurants do 


favor hard surfaces like concrete, stone, and 
tile, these same materials tend to bounce 
sound and make restaurants noisy. At 
Uchiko, Hsu used a cheap particle board on 
the ceiling to absorb sound, but, to give it 
interest, he accented the boards with brass 
studs inscribed with the Japanese word for 
“yummy.” At Winflo Osteria, Chioco 
stripped the interior walls down to the old 
shiplap siding, which absorbs sound better 
than drywall, but also has the rustic appeal 
the owners were going for. 

The exciting thing about designing res- 
taurants, says Chioco, “is the possibility to 
be a bit more clever and more inventive.” 
For instance, at Lavaca Teppan, Chioco 
used bento boxes as tile around the kitchen. 
The red lacquer boxes stand out boldly 
against an otherwise understated color pal- 
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the food and the quality of service,” says 
Larry McGuire, co-owner of Perla’s, Clark’s 
Oyster Bar, Elizabeth Street Cafe, and the 
new Jeffrey’s. His lush, highly concept-driv- 
en restaurants are among the most success- 
ful in the city. Mickie Spencer’s DIY restau- 
rants are also good examples. At the steam- 
punky East Side Show Room or fin de siecle- 
style Hillside Farmacy, atmosphere is part of 
an immersive dining experience. 

While style concepts are still relatively 
diverse in Austin, designers like Hsu, Clark, 
Chioco, and others have nonetheless 
orchestrated a certain look for Austin. The 
connection between indoor and outdoor 
space is an element that most designers try 
to emphasize. Austin is a place where out- 
door dining is possible nine or 10 months 
out of the year, and successful restaurants 
build on that potential. At the recently 
opened Benji’s, Chioco created a prominent 
rooftop deck for the restaurant by stringing 
steel beams up through the building. At 
Lavaca Teppan, he shrunk the interior din- 
ing area in order to carve out a shaded 
street side patio. At the Grove in Lakeway, 
one of Clark’s recent restaurant projects, 
the firm took advantage of mature live oaks 
to build a lighted patio off the parking lot. 
“When you are talking about an approach to 
space, it is important that you make sure to 
think about how the inside and outside 
work together,” comments Chioco. 

Hsu’s own intensely private style has also 
had a big impact on Austin’s look. Many of 


his restaurants are screened or even closed- 
off to the street, creating courtyard spaces 
that are almost fortresslike in their indepen- 
dence. Behind the screen, though, lies a 
sense of discovery. “Once you enter,” com- 
ments Hsu, “we try to transport you and try 
to choreograph the experience.” Hsu admits 
his penchant for courtyards may be cultural. 
A Chinese-American, he loves courtyards 
because they remind him of homes in 
Taiwan. They are private, but they also give 
people an opportunity to peek in. It is almost 
counterintuitive for restaurants, which typi- 
cally rely on the serendipity of street appeal 
to attract diners. The dining room of the 
wildly popular Sway, for instance, cannot be 
seen from the street and the restaurant 
barely even has a sign out front. 

But this is Austin’s style. In spite of the 
very public element of dining out, Hsu 
believes that Austinites still like a certain 
privacy and intimacy when it comes to din- 
ing. It is almost like the restaurant is host- 
ing an exclusive private party and the 
patrons are invited guests. So far, the for- 
mula has worked. 

Nonetheless, virtually everyone inter- 
viewed here agreed that the magic of a well- 
designed restaurant can’t be bottled. “I love 
to feel a personality in a place, a quirkiness 
and charm,” commented Foreign & 
Domestic’s Jodi Elliott. Design matters, but 
it is also organic - which means the dining 
scene currently sizzling in Austin is des- 
tined to evolve as the city does. ■

Soon after the Civil 
War, American women 
began to collaborate on 
community cookbooks, 
sharing their treasured “receipts” in order to 
raise money for churches, aid societies, politi- 
cal causes (temperance!), and civic organiza- 
tions. These books provide revealing informa- 
tion about the culinary trends, popular ingredi- 
ents, and entertaining styles of the communi- 
ties they represent. A copy of what is most 
likely the first such book published in Austin 
is currently on display at the Austin History 
Center: Our Home Cook Book, put out by the 
ladies of the First Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church in 1891. I see a certain kind of sym- 
metry in the fact that the 122-year old recipe 
collection has reemerged in the same spring 
that Austin’s newest community cookbook is 
for sale. A collection of recipes and anecdotes 
from cooks in a virtual community is the natu- 
ral evolution in this time-honored practice. 

The Austin Food Blogger Alliance was 
founded in 2011 and now has a membership 
of more than 150 area food writers. In 2012, 
about half of the members collaborated on 
the group’s first cookbook. Mostly women, but 
a few men, contributed everything from reci- 
pes and recipe testing to food photography, 
copyediting, and design skills to complete the 
project. Short profiles of each contributing 
blogger can be found at the end of the book. 

In keeping with classic community cookbook 
tradition, proceeds from sales will support 
classes and events sponsored by the Alliance, 
as well as their local philanthropy. The book 
features a diverse selection of voices, cooking 
styles, and ethnic backgrounds, making it a 
realistic representation of Austin’s fascinating 
food scene in the early 21st century. 

However, this cookbook is more than just 
a worthwhile and interesting cultural arti- 
fact. There are plenty of tempting recipes, 
of course, as well as informational side- 
bars, such as Hip Girl Kate Payne’s tips on 
organizing food swaps and gardener Carla 
Crownover’s suggestions about preserving. 
Fresh sweet corn from the farmers’ market 
went into Rachel Daneman’s Thyme and Four 
Cheese Mini Corn Muffins as well as the Gulf 
shrimp and corn chowder from Kristi Willis. 

The mouthwatering cover photo of Maggie

Thai Cookbook 
(Second Edition)

Many Chronicle read- 
ers may recognize 
Jam Sanitchat as their 
favorite waitress at Madam Mam’s on the 
Drag back in the day. Others will recognize 
her from selling prepared Thai dishes at 
local farmers’ markets or her Thai cooking 
classes, but most know her from her growing 
Thai food empire on West Mary Street, Thai 
Fresh. Sanitchat, who was lovingly taught 
to cook Thai food by her mother and grand- 
mother, has authored the second edition of 
The Everything Thai Cookbook, released by 
Adams Media. 

Sanitchat covers all of the essential Thai 
dishes within her 300-plus recipes; includes 
chapters for vegetarian options using soy 
protein, tofu, and seitan; and offers Thai- 
inspired versions of dishes like omelet tacos 
(a serving method of pad thai in Thailand), 
green curry pizza (a dish found at many pizza 
joints in Thailand), or spicy Thai tuna salad 
(the absolute best way to dress up canned 
tuna). Chapters follow the logical menu cat- 
egories, including a nice assortment of des- 
serts (yes, you’ll find recipes for some of her 
fantastic ice creams served at Thai Fresh). 

Sanitchat emphasizes that Thai recipes are 
to be used as a road map to a dish; the cook 
needs to rely on his or her own preferences 
to adjust the five essential flavors (sweet, 
sour, spicy, salty, and bitter) to taste. Thai 
food is a highly personalized cuisine that 
often gets customized with condiments at the 
table. But for the neophyte that hasn’t devel- 
oped his or her Thai palate enough to know 
what to adjust, Sanitchat has locked in excel- 
lent tasting examples of the dishes; follow 
the recipe and it will taste as it should. Her 
recipes are logical and easy to follow, and the 
ingredients are easily obtained. 

Any cook who wants to get into cooking 
Thai food at home needs this book. With very 


little practice, you can be making 
your own delicious baked shrimp 
and bacon with noodles ( goong 
op woon sen), dry noodles 
with pork (guay teaw haeng), 
or fish dumplings with green 
curry and eggplant ( gang 
kiew-wan pla grai). Real Thai 
food comes from the home, 
and Sanitchat teaches you how 


to make it.

French Cuisine

Paleo French Cuisine by 
local chef Alain Braux may 
initially appear intimidating, 
possibly even perplexing 
(French and paleo?!), but don’t let the title 
fool you. This collection of paleo recipes 
paired with Braux’s playful French twist offers 
a simple yet refined approach to every course. 

Based on the premise that our modern 
diet and production methods are making us 
sick, the paleo diet is part of a burgeoning 
movement to return to our latent hunter- 
gatherer roots. Braux, inspired by Dr. Jean 
Seignalet, author of Lalimentation ou la 
Troisieme Medecine or Nourishment or the 
Third Medicine, varies from standard versions 
of the so-called caveman diet. According to 
Braux, it is not pure paleo in the hardcore 
way (read: the diet of CrossFit enthusiasts), 
but instead his interpretation is based on his 
experience as a French chef and nutritional 
therapist. 

Braux remains true to modern paleo by relying 
heavily on grass-fed and pasture-raised meats, 
eggs, fish, and a variety of fruits and veggies, 
while excluding grains, dairy, refined salt and 
sugar, legumes, and anything processed. From 
the classically French coq au vin rouge and beef 
bourguignon to the Texas Turkey Meatloaf and 
double chocolate-chip paleo cookies, Braux’s 
collection charms and pleases. The guide por- 
tion, with its emphasis on better health for 
better living, provides a practical framework for 
shopping (locally and seasonally), cooking (no 
higher than 230 degrees), nutrition (organic, 
non-GMO), and a brief history of the paleo diet. 

Braux asks readers to eat themselves 
healthy, and luckily he’s found a way to make 
it not only enjoyable but downright decadent. 
Personal favorites included the oeufs brouilles 
aux merguez or merguez scrambled eggs (sub- 
stituting chorizo if merguez is unavailable), the 
galettes aux amandes et bananes or almond 
banana pancakes, and the straightforward and 
deceptively delicious champignons marines crus, 
raw vinegar-and-herb-marinated mushrooms. 

Recent winner of the 2013 National Indie 
Excellence Book Award in the regional cook- 
books category, the unassuming book and 
its cover give little indication of the delights 
inside. My copy is already dog-eared and 
well-used. Braux, executive chef and nutrition 
therapist at Peoples Rx, has created a lovely 
handbook for keeping the pounds off while 
feeding your inner French soul. Bon appetit.

Austin Chef's Table: 
Extraordinary Recipes From 
the Texas Capital

The plentiful flavors 
of Austin’s exploding 
food scene are hard to 
encapsulate, but Crystal 
Esquivel, of the Poco Cocoa blog, has done 
a fine job in her second book, Austin Chef’s 
Table. Covering an impressive 53 of the very 
best brick-and-mortar restaurants and food 
trailers, the book beautifully describes the 
capital city’s roundtable of foodie excellence. 
Divided by course, the book features a biog- 
raphy for each food spot, highlighting its story 
and edible mission statement. Conveniently, 
two indexes make searching by restaurant 
name or by dish a breeze. Recipes from each 
hot spot provide not only a mouthwatering 
example of each chef’s cuisine, but also an 
accurate picture of the city’s dedication to 
sustainability and creativity. Surprisingly, 
the vast majority of the book’s recipes are 
feasible for the home cook - though acquisi- 
tion of some specialty ingredients is neces- 
sary - and the recipes seem to retain the 
original intent and flavor profiles. The idea 
of preparing desserts such as Peanut Butter 
Semifreddo with Miso-Apple Sorbet designed 
by Uchi pastry chef Philip Speer seems rela- 
tively plausible thanks to Esquivel’s writing, 
though some of the more complicated dishes 
might be more fun left to professionals 
such as Chef Tyson Cole. Favorites include 
Rockfish with Mini Heirloom-Tomato Ragout, 
White Wine & Potato Nest by Chef Wolfgang 
Murber of Fabi + Rosi, pastel de papas (shep- 
herd’s pie) by Chef Reina Morris of Buenos 
Aires Cafe, lemon lavender tea cake from the 
Steeping Room, and the autumnal butternut 
squash lasagna from Chef Gabriel Pellegrini 
of Sagra Trattoria and Bar. Perfect pairings 
accompany several of the profiles, and for 
some, that may be reason enough to curl 
up and simply read the book as a treasure 
map of Austin’s most delicious adventures. 
Esquivel certainly did her homework, and 
Aimee Wenske’s photography depicts the 
delectable dishes beautifully. Austin Chef's 
Table would make a thoughtful gift for anyone 
interested in home dinner parties, impressing 
a date, or just sitting in awe of our lovely city, 
but it’d be an equally excellent addition to a 
time capsule of Austin eats. - Jessi Cape 

Ruby’s hi Wm I

When I first 
moved to Austin and knew absolutely nobody, 

I would hang along the walls of the Continental 
Club and watch couples two-step to lively hon- 
ky-tonk songs. Some nights, it could be like a 
magic carpet ride to another time: the twirling

ACCIDENT LED TO A THERAPEUTIC COOKBOOK 


Musician and cookbook author Ruby Dee 
Philippa is a gal with sass and fearlessness to 
spare who has led a life that reads like some 
kind of flowerchild flashback: Born in the foot- 
hills of Northern California’s Sierra Nevadas, she 
was home-schooled and often shuttled from the 
Redwood forests to the flat plains of Big Spring, 
Texas, by a close-knit clan who valued family get- 
togethers filled with food and impromptu musical 
performances. Even with all that moving around, 
her parents had “high expectations for my educa- 
tion. I tested into college at the age of 15,” she 
recalls. She went off to college but dropped out 
after the first year, determined to pursue the life 
of a rocker, young and reckless, on the streets of 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. Ask Dee to list 
her musical influences and they range from her 
opera-singing grandmother to the Singing Nun 
and on to the Clash, the Cramps, and Blondie. In 
those wild days, she experienced an edgy strain 
of life that most of us can only imagine. 

“When I cleaned that act up, I went back to 
Northern California and college,” Dee says. Post- 
college, her life choices remained eclectic and 
transitory. Travels took her to Alaska, where she 
worked on the decks of a fishing boat and in the 
depths of a cannery. During this period, she 
sometimes lived in a tent city with folks who had 
no work. Ruby put her cooking skills to good use 
there, often making meals out of donated, unused 
food. She enjoyed working with plentiful salmon 
and cod, mastered hobo bread, and learned how 
to stretch donated vegetables for days. After 
Alaska, she escaped to South America, before 
eventually settling in Seattle in 1995. 

Seattle turned out to be the city where things 
really came together for Ruby Dee. She opened 
not one, but three, popular restaurants over a 
period of years and started her band, Ruby Dee 
& the Snakehandlers. It was when she decided to 
form the band that she waltzed over to an experi- 


enced, older guitar player at a Seattle honky- 
tonk. The way she tells it, she put her hands on 
her hips, looked up at him, and said, “I hear 
you’re my new guitar player.” The brazen 
approach worked; Jorge Harada joined the band 
and eventually became her husband. Meanwhile, 
Dee wrote songs and ran her restaurants. They 
lived the life of touring musicians, playing gigs in 
the States and in Europe, passing through Austin 
often enough to feel like locals, and even bought 
a house here. 

Before they could settle in Austin, however, a 
scooter accident in 2008 brought one aspect of 
Ruby’s life to a screeching halt: A major brain 
injury destroyed her facility for language com- 
pletely. She had to struggle to remember even 
the simplest words or phrases, and the stages of 
her recovery have been long and arduous. 

“Almost immediately, they gave me simple puz- 
zles and fill-in-the-word workbooks that were 
childlike,” Dee recalls, “And I realized it wasn’t 
enough. I wasn’t exercising my brain enough.” 
That was when she started writing down a life’s 
worth of recipes along with stories about where 
they came from. Writing down the recipes 
demanded that Ruby summon the word “cinna- 
mon” instead of “that red powder.” Her self-pre- 
scribed brain exercises resulted in a delightful 
recipe collection, Ruby's Juke Joint Americana 
Cookbook (see review, left), which she paired 
with an Americana CD to play while cooking. 

These days, Ruby Dee’s life is good. The words 
are flowing easily, and writing songs, recipes, 
and copy for her new radio show are a delight 
once again. The band plays gigs around town, 
she and her husband are promoting a well- 
reviewed new roots and rockabilly CD for kids 
called Rockabilly Playground, and she teaches 
the occasional class at Central Market as part of 
their Music on the Menu series. Sounds like 
Austin is home, sweet home. - Grade Salem 


skirts, the rolled-up jeans and white socks, 
the unabashed desire to dance. That’s the 
feeling one gets from Austin-transplant and 
rockabilly singer Ruby Dee’s new cookbook, 
Ruby’s Juke Joint - like it was pulled from the 
shelf of another time in history. It’s not for 
highbrow foodies, but for “real Americana 
folks,” she writes. “You won’t find any squiggly 
little lines across your plate.” 

Her style of cooking mirrors her style of 
music - Americana, with lots of influences 
and ingredients mingling. Hers is a collection 
of recipes and entertaining stories from her 
family and years of travel with her band, Ruby 
Dee & the Snakehandlers; Juke Joint offers 
up comforting, sometimes funny-sounding 
soups, simple one-dish bakes, Southern- 
style vegetable dishes, and an entire chapter 
dedicated to Thanksgiving dinner, when, of 
course, mac and cheese is on the menu. 

Opening with a chapter on cocktails and typi- 
cal Southern drinks, Dee gives us the recipe 
for the Snakebite, a drink she put together 
for the happy hour shows she played at the 
Continental Club. It includes limeade, bourbon, 
and Sprite or seltzer water. Easily replicated 
at home, it came off as tart, summery, and 


strong. Other fun drinks include mint sun tea, a 
Texas Martini (which she ran across on her first 
visit to Guero’s Taco Bar), and spiced sangria. 

Letting strips of beef marinate in flour, 
baking soda, milk, and Worcestershire sauce 
for hours made tender her crispy steak fin- 
gers, which, as simple as they sound, were 
delicious and elevated when paired with her 
suggested easy-to-make horseradish mayon- 
naise. Sugared cucumbers were a crunchy 
and delicious partner to her family’s recipe 
for fried chicken, which sets up stations for 
the “dredge” and the “drench” and isn’t shy 
on spice at either stage. 

For a fine finish, delve into the Next County 
Bread Pudding, a dish of her mother’s named 
for the need to procure the bourbon for the 
sauce from the next county over, which wasn’t 
“dry” like where she grew up. It is heavy on 
pecans and raisins and browned up nicely. No 
high-paid professional took the food photos 
here, and, while sometimes a bit blurry, they fit 
right in with the down-home style of the recipes. 
A darling, 14-track CD of her food-centric songs 
accompanies this giftworthy cookbook and 
makes for some nice toe-tapping in the kitchen. 
There is much to like here. - Grade Salem

The Lieutenant 
of Inishmore

There’s a lot of blood in The 
Lieutenant of Inishmore. Some is 
dried, caked onto the hands and 
faces of people trying to survive an 
unstable situation; some is fresh, 
coming from a person (or, on more 
than one occasion, a cat) who has 
been freshly wounded; and some 
sprays out suddenly and violently. It’s an 
unlikely prop in one of the funnier comedies 
to grace an Austin stage this year, but that’s 
playwright Martin McDonagh for you. 

McDonagh enjoyed unprecedented suc- 
cess during the mid-Aughties - he was the 
first playwright since Shakespeare to have 
four plays performed simultaneously in 
London - mostly as the result of shocking, 
funny, violent, and unpredictable work like 
The Lieutenant of Inishmore. Theatre hasn’t 
seen many playwrights with both the hubris 
to demand the impossible (at least one script 
calls for a live cat to perform onstage) and 
the resources to see it carried out. 

It’s to the credit of Capital T Theatre 
Artistic Director Mark Pickell that even in a 
town with resources more modest than those 
of the London companies that launched 
McDonagh, The Lieutenant of Inishmore reach- 
es our stage well-realized. When the script 
calls for someone to be tortured while hang- 
ing upside down, the artists here don’t cheat, 
and when guns are fired, they’re fired with 
none of the staginess that typically precedes 
that sort of illusion. 

The play is about Padraic, the crazy, young 
lieutenant of an IRA splinter group, who 
returns home to the tiny island of Inishmore, 


in Ireland’s Galway Bay, when he’s informed 
that his cat is doing poorly, then proceeds to 
wreak havoc on all whose paths he crosses. 

That violence is what The Lieutenant of 
Inishmore hinges on, with the absurdity of 
terrorism juxtaposed with the emotional lives 
of terrorists. (How can one be devastated by 
a sick cat but blase about blowing up chil- 
dren?) What saves the play from accusations 
of gore-for-gore’s-sake is its depiction of the 
mayhem that Padraic revels in as a reflec- 
tion of a culture that worships bloodthirsty 
heroes in films, treats strength and violence 
interchangeably, and implicitly endorses the 
notion of collateral damage. It’s written as a 
commentary on young manhood (more than 
once, characters mention that Padraic is 21 
years old), though with Jason Liebrecht, who’s 
visibly in his mid-30s, in the title role, it’s 
harder to see Padraic as a young man full of 
violent, crazy dreams; he seems more like a 
hardened terrorist who’s never overcome his 
fascination with torture and bloodletting. 

Still, there are worse problems a show can 
have than having its gifted lead be a little too 
old for the part. There’s plenty to enjoy, and 
think about, in The Lieutenant of Inishmore - and 
the sheer audacity of that much blood onstage 
is worth remarking on, too. - Dan Solomon 



‘Something Lost'

N Space’s latest installment, “Something 
Lost,” focuses on the notion of absence. 

All the pieces in the exhibition, curated by 
University of Texas grad Phil LaDeau and 
comprised solely of former UT MFA students’ 
work, communicate some sense of longing 
and vacancy but utilize a variety of mediums 
to convey the show’s thesis. “Something 
Lost” permits its artists to define loss, be it 
through their studio practices or their appro- 
priation of the ideology into their work. The 
show fluctuates between obvious declara- 
tions of incompleteness and subtle, nuanced 
depictions of an existing void. 

Artist Sara Madandar shreds canvas in her 
untitled pieces and wraps the deconstructed 
fabric around the wooden frames. The pieces

I arrived at this 
realization during 
Double Step, the 
Hamrick com- 
pany’s triple bill 
with guest Kate 
Warren/Circuitous 
Dance; the com- 
panies employ 
different dancers, 
but they share a 
common quality of 
earnestness. One might think being doubt- 
proof is a given foundation for performing 
artists - certainly, believability is a mini- 
mum skill for actors - but phoniness and 
strained expressions commonly plague 
dances in concert, from ballet to break- 
dance. There was no question, though, 
of the 14 dancers’ seriousness about 
what they were doing, nor were there any 
unreliable narrators. Their body-mind-and- 
soul investment in the three pieces was 
evident, for example, in Warren’s Flipped 
Earth, as five of them unflinchingly sur- 
veyed the panorama of the space, gazing 
out over their outstretched arms. 

Warren’s was a serious piece that 
seemed to reveal a swampy underworld, 
where the dancers’ eyes occasionally 
met and their limbs curled around their 
bodies to form soft corkscrews. But 
earnestness is equally important for 
pulling off humor, as in Roxanne Gage 
and Mariclaire Gamble’s Pity Party, per- 
formed by the Hamrick company. The 
“pity” was the result of injuries familiar 
to dancers (perhaps making earnestness 
particularly easy here), which instigated 
the “party”: an exploration of movement 
achievable while limping, while restrict- 


ing one arm at the shoulder, or with a 
stiff back. 

The final piece on the program was 
Hamrick’s The Big Small, a pretty piece 
that in many ways exemplified her quiet 
style. Hamrick doesn’t make waves. Her 
dances are generally not weird enough to 
make you sit up straight all the time, but 
they sneak up on you, rocking you gently 
until, about two-thirds through, a shiny 
truth emerges just beneath the surface, 
like a revelation from a Magic 8 Ball. It 
wouldn’t be possible without dancers 
devoted to the strategy. In The Big Small, 
with a nostalgic, faded-summer palette 
and atmospheric music by Michael Wall, 
text projections suggested ways in which 
our memories define time and setting: “a 
year and two months in the city,” “a sum- 
mer and a day.” A folded piece of paper, 
carried and then dropped, was robbed - or 
perhaps relieved - of its context. Zoom 
out: Our context for The Big Small is one in 
which slick, onscreen experiences impede 
our formation of memories. In contrast, 
the dance celebrated what’s left behind by 
physicality in space and time, a defense of 
the three-dimensional, the imperfect, the 
memory-leaving. - Jonelle Seitz 


stand as tall as the artist herself and quietly 
allude to a former trauma that left the can- 
vases altered, removed from their original, 
untouched state with restrung canvas as 
evidence of their demolition. They feel raw 
and abrupt, a sentiment fully embraced by 
artist Adriana Corral, who adopts loss from 
a conceptual approach. Her Campo Algodon 
series reflects on Mexico-Texas border vio- 
lence. Her 2-D prints represent hundreds of 
classified documents about gruesome border- 
town crimes, overlapped repeatedly until 
Corral was left with a compact image. The 
three-piece series points to the compressed 
confusion the legal system has created when 
handling these cases, and the departure of 
logic when it comes to Mexico’s foreign vio- 
lence. In her accompanying piece, Untitled 
(Body Bag), Corral constructed a black lace 
body bag, complete with zipper. It’s a somber 
statement about the articulation of death. 


Janaye Brown’s The Living Room, the only digi- 
tal installment in “Something Lost,” depicts a 
woman, her back turned to the viewer, moving 
listlessly with a glass of wine in hand. The 
subject softly sways in the frame, and it’s 
almost romantic, until you realize the loneli- 
ness being caught in the moment. It quickly 
becomes a painful and almost voyeuristic 
glimpse into a desperate life. 

LaDeau’s curatorial choices emerge as 
the true victors for the show. He guides 
viewers through a comprehensive narrative, 
bookmarked by stunning photography by Lily 
Brooks and his own graphite images. It’s a 
remarkably dense and multifaceted vision 
that comes together spectacularly, celebrat- 
ing not only a complicated dogma but bringing 
needed attention to budding Texas artists. It’s 
an exciting glimpse into the future of Austin’s 
artistic landscape and certainly an exhibition 
not to be missed. - Caitlin Greenwood

HOME-HEART CONNECTION 

Slowly but surely, I’ve been moving out of 
my mom and sister’s house in Manchaca. I 
moved in about four years ago after my 
breakdown. I was in bad shape, and the 
implicit theory was that I’d moved in with 
them to die. But I forgot to die. In fact, I

failed miserably at dying. A little over a year 
ago, I began to feel the stirrings of life 
through my numbness. For the first time in 
my life, I didn’t know or care which direction I 
was going ... as long as it wasn’t the direc- 
tion I’d gone before. In eight months I pro- 
duced four fashion collections. It unveiled a 
brightness of light that I couldn’t iden- 
tify but began to pay close atten- 
tion to. That misty vision drove 
me to work harder; I wanted 
the brightness to illuminate 
my mind and tell me what 
to do and where to go. I 
fell into the old patterns, 
thinking, “Well, maybe I’ll 
turn this design work into a 
company, and try and regain 
some of the success I’ve 
had in the past.” But that had 
only worked sporadically before, 
was rapidly stripping away the 
old conditioning. During all this, I 
hardly went home at all, and I was distinctly 
aware that it was feeling less and less like 
“home.” I was happy staying at my studio for 
days or weeks on end, just designing clothes. 
After relocating my studio temporarily to 
Jacki Oh’s house to work on my collection 
for Dallas, I wasn’t sure what I was going to 


do. The light had become a force that practi- 
cally propelled me to keep steady on my 
unknown journey. I trusted it to lead me to 
the right path. Before the Austin Fashion 
Awards, Grant Hicks and I had been on a 
journey of our own. Through him and his love 
and encouragement of my work, and the fact 
that I was dizzyingly inspired by him wearing 
my clothes like a sartorial god, our bond grew 
stronger. When I left Jacki ’s, I moved my stu- 
dio (and myself) into Grant’s home - a magi- 
cal setting full of spirit and life - and I began 
to waiver in my faith in the light, not sure 
what I was doing. But over the development 
of Grant’s and my relationship, we both real- 
ized that we weren’t seeing much of a future 
for ourselves here. Being old and infirm, I 
resisted the idea of uprooting myself and fol- 
lowing some vague spirit. But it was my com- 
placency talking, and, upon analyzing my feel- 
ings, I knew I was simply clinging to old 
thoughts that corresponded with someone 
else’s idea of what success was. It was time 
to reject the expectations put on me that had 
caused such grief and drama for me all my 
life. Grant was aware that something out 
there was luring him away from this place as 
well. Despite having long outlived the doctor’s 
prognosis, I could not avoid the fact that my 
days were numbered (though, who knows 
how many numbers I had). Grant and I have 


decided to set out on a physical and spiritual 
journey to discover ourselves ... or more 
about ourselves ... without expectations, 
except that we would eventually wind up arriv- 
ing in L.A., a place that has held allure for 
each of us separately. It’s not even about 
what we will find upon reaching L.A.; it’s 
strictly about the journey. We’re planning a 
circuitous route, visiting many of the spiritual 
places across the West and exploring ancient 
traditions. Even if we find out that being in 
L.A. is not what we want, there is a solid 
assurance that something we’ll see or experi- 
ence on the journey will determine exactly 
where we need to be and what we are sup- 
posed to do there. It is faith - albeit blind 
faith - but faith is never something I’ve had 
before. It is a dazzling gift that imbues 
incredible strength, and in turn allows us to 
pass the gift on. Sounds like Nirvana to me.

Sonya Cote, executive chef at Hillside 
Farmacy and the new Eden East at Spring- 
dale Farm: The single most best meal would 
have to be Thanksgiving Day, 1980. The first 
and only time I spent the day with my first- 
generation Sicilian family in Salem, Mass. We 
had lasagna, jellyfish aspic with shrimp, anti- 
pasti, and tiramisu.

When I named this column in honor of a 
local cook and sometimes writer for this 
paper who died in 1995, I should have 
realized I’d be writing obituaries for other 
food business people in the years to 
come. Still, writing about the death of my 
friend Jill Lewis is something I’m just not 
prepared for. Jill was diagnosed with 
esophageal cancer the week of her 53rd 
birthday in March, and she died on June 4. 
It’s a cruel irony that someone who 
embraced big flavors the way Jill did would 
be taken by a disease that made it impos- 
sible for her to eat, but if she wasn’t going 
to get better, I have to be thankful her suf- 
fering didn’t last any longer than it did. 

Jill Lewis possessed what I like to call 
the hospitality gene - she was a born care- 
giver. After I’d known her a few years, it 
didn’t surprise me to learn she’d been a 
volunteer firefighter 
and a certified emer- 
gency medical techni- 
cian while still in high 
school, no more than 
it surprised me that 
she learned every 
aspect of the restau- 
rant and bar business 
on the job. It wasn’t 
just that she was will- 
ing to step up and 
get the job done; she also had a natural 
gift for sharing sustenance with others. 
That innate skill was in evidence whether 
she was waiting tables, hosting one of her 
legendary New Year’s Day open-house par- 
ties, marketing her product to a new ven- 
dor, or enticing a customer to try Austin 
Slow Burn samples at an in-store demo. 
Her energy, her open heart, and her enthu- 
siasm were irresistible attractions. 

Here at the paper, we knew Jill best through 
her longtime association with The Austin 
Chronicle Hot Sauce Festival. Jill and her hus- 
band, Kevin, entered every year - first as indi- 
viduals, and later as commercial bottlers. It’s 
difficult to imagine that event without her, and 
discussions are ongoing about the best way to 
honor her memory at the festival this year. Her 
fellow members in the Austin chapter of the 
women’s culinary service organization, Les 
Dames d’Escoffier, have established a dona- 
tion page at www.giveforward.com where friends 
and Austin Slow Burn fans can contribute to a 
fund to cover Jill’s medical expenses. 

Jill’s family and friends gathered last 
Sunday for a memorial service, and her loved 
ones will scatter her ashes at her favorite 
spot near the lake. Perhaps sometime later 
when the wound is not so fresh, we’ll have a 
party to celebrate Jill’s remarkable, too-short 
life. At the moment, my most vivid memory 
of Jill is her and Kevin arriving at my annual 
potluck birthday bash in matching chile pep- 
per regalia, toting some incredibly spicy con- 
coction that the other guests would devour 
immediately. If there’s a banquet table in 
heaven, I’ll bet the angels have tingling lips!

We’ve spilled a fair amount of ink in this 
issue celebrating food - what to eat, what to 
cook, where to get it, all that jazz. But we’ve 
made one pretty bold assumption: that it’s 
real. Thanks to some new advancements in 
food technology, scientists around the world 
are pioneering ways to make food (or food 
substitutes) from scratch. These three cut- 
ting-edge dining options are still pretty pricey, 
but, theoretically, they suggest a future where 
food scarcity is no longer an issue. Think you 
could take a bite out of one of 'em? 

3-D PRINTED PIZZA 

Ad astra per appetizer! Mechanical engineer 
Anjan Contractor of Austin-based Systems and 
Materials Research Corporation has received 
a $125,000 grant from NASA to build a 3-D 
printer that can generate pizzas for long-mis- 
sion astronauts to enjoy on their way to Mars 
or wherever. Well, “enjoy” might be putting it a 
bit too strongly, as the extruded layers of flour, 
tomato sauce, and, ah, protein will be recon- 
stituted from powders and oils in the 
machine’s array of cartridges. Still, there are 
humans who seem to like eating what 
Domino’s (for instance) sells, so who knows? 

TEST-TUBE BURGERS 

Take a few bovine stem cells, culture 
strips of muscle tissue, and form them into 
a Quarter Pounder; serve with or without 
cheese. That’s the idea behind Dutch scien- 
tist Mark Post’s research in test-tube burgers. 
At this point, it amounts to a $325, 000-plus 
patty that tastes - by his own claims - “rea- 
sonably good,” but Post mostly just wanted to 
prove it was possible. Where burger technolo- 
gy goes from here remains to be seen, so if 
you find yourself with a spare $325k sitting 
around, consider resisting the urge to buy 
65,600 No. 1 combos at P Terry’s and come 
up with another way to make meat possible 
without all the animal-rights fuss. 

SOYLENT 

Rob Rhinehart apparently thinks chewing is 
overrated. And food, for that matter. Fie has 
raised more than half a million dollars to fund 
Soylent, a powder-based diet that ostensibly 
saves you all the time at the grocery store or 
in the kitchen and is customizable to suit dif- 
ferent dietary needs. A young Forbes writer just 
did a weeklong trial on the stuff and reported 
that he kept his energy high and got used to 
the bread-y taste, but needed caffeine, got a 
little grouchy two days in, and missed the 
social act of sharing a meal. Still a little icked- 
out by the name? Rhinehart swears it’s named 
after the stuff (a portmanteau of “soy” and 
“lentil”) in the original book Make Room! Make 
Room!, not the secret ingredient in the 1973 
sci-fi film Soylent Green. ■ 
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There Will Be Food 


Austin's film catering gurus learn how to make do in a 
changing industry. Spoiler alert: The answer is never pizza.

“An army marches on its stomach. ” 

- Napoleon (attrib.) 

Weddings - particularly catered wed- 
dings - are “never really reality,” says 
Texas Kitchen Divas owner/chef Kay 
Wheeler. She sits inside her sweltering 
food truck, where she’s preparing a 
catered meal for about 10 people. “This is. 
These are real people; they just want to 
eat real food.” 

“This” is a film shoot for a horror-comedy 
being shot on Willie Nelson’s Spicewood 
property. Wheeler’s truck is 
smack-dab in the middle of 
Nelson’s semi-neglected old 
Western film set, Luck Ranch. 

The single-street town comes 
complete with three-dimen- 
sional facades of a saloon, gen- 
eral store, and church, where a 
plaque advertises weekly ser- 
mons from the cosmic cowboy 
himself. Wheeler will later 
unintentionally quote Daniel 
Plainview in There Will Be 
Blood when she refers to Joel, the other 
caterer on set, as “my son and partner.” 

So the sets are fake and the lines are 
straight from scripts, but this movie-world 
is reality. James Franco doesn’t make art 
this meta. 

But even some of the basics here are 
unexpected. Sure, it’s about 6:30, and Kay is 
serving breakfast an hour before the pro- 
duction’s first call time. And yes, the crew 
arrives in slow spurts, some even stretch- 
ing, yawning, and moving like morning 
zombies in a horror-comedy. But this is a 
night shoot. It’s 6:30pm. 


Kiss the Cook 

Everything’s prepared in Wheeler’s food 
truck with its fully stocked fridge and com- 
missary, complete with every item and ingre- 
dient she’ll need to prepare and serve two 
meals. Wheeler does say “wakey, wakey” to 
one sleepy crew member, but she forgoes the 
coda, “eggs and bakey.” She’s not serving 
eggs. Or bakey. That’s because on warmer- 
weather shoots beginning in the late after- 
noon, “nobody really wants eggs,” says 
Wheeler - who “found that out” at some point 
during the three years she’s 
been a film caterer - so a sand- 
wich spread it is. Around mid- 
night, the crew will have lunch 
- barbecue, sweet potato fries, 
and stuffed jalapenos - all made 
from scratch. Her day starts a 
few hours before the film crew 
begins working and ends a cou- 
ple hours after; 14-hour work- 
days are a lowball average. Then 
she’ll have a weeklong break, “if 
we’re lucky,” before moving 
onto a new production to do it all over again. 

This is the maddeningly standard reality 
of film caterers in general. All of the major 
Austin-based film caterers say so. Whether 
it’s the big companies like Locations 
Catering and Hat Trick, chef J.F. 
Montminy’s mid-size operation, Ready to 
Serve, or smaller ventures like Texas 
Kitchen Divas, the hours are unbelievably 
long, prepping food on-site is a must, and 
it’s probably a good idea to know a thing or 
two about emergency truck repair. (There’s 
a reason film credits quite often include 
someone whose title is “Chef/driver.”) 


And there’s a reason why film caterers 
are as important on a shoot as the camera 
operator. 

While the Texas Film Commission lists 
5 about a dozen Austin-based film caterers, 
z Montminy said there are probably only 
S about six regular companies like his, “and 
m that’s being generous.” 
g After 15 years as a hotel chef, Montminy 
z got into film catering, “a totally different 
beast.” That ain’t no joke. If you’ve ever 
worked in a kitchen, you know the pace, 
hours, and pressure. Film catering is even 
more intense. Wheeler said that one of the 
biggest challenges is that film caterers have 
to constantly impress the clients and crew. 

“If you cook for 30 days in a row ... you 
generally have 30 different menus,” she 
said. Just imagine a restaurant that chang- 
es its entire menu every day. And for 
good measure, that same restau- 
rant is a food truck whose loca- 
tion changes as quickly as 
a stoplight. 

Catered meals are 
“about keeping the cast 
and crew happy,” says the 
producer of the aforemen- 
tioned horror-comedy, 
about which I’m not 
allowed to say jack. “The 
cast and crew are busting 
their ass all day, and then to 
have a fully catered, home-cooked 
meal is just a huge morale boost.” 

This producer is fairly new to the live- 
action game, but he quickly learned about 
the importance of film catering. During his 
previous outing, they finally had “enough 
crew and enough cast where we had to, you 
know, feed them the real way instead of 
ordering pizzas.” The crew’s first question 
had apparently been “OK, we’re here, 
where’s breakfast?” 

“We were like, ‘Uhhhhh, can somebody go 
down and pick it up?”’ said the producer, 
who noted that you can’t really get away with 
feeding a hard-working crew fast food. “I 
would say you can probably get away with 
bringing in pizzas once or twice, but . . . even 
when I have a little money, picking up pizzas 
is almost never the answer,” he said. Other 
film people reiterated this point, including 
local producer Megan Gilbride: “There’s a 
phrase - I haven’t heard [it] a lot recently, 
but it would kind of go around: ‘Oh, is this a 
pizza movieV ” 

Feast or Famine 

But the filmmakers aren’t the only ones 
who’ve had to learn on the fly. As the 
Austin film industry evolves and adapts, so 
too must the people who feed its members. 

“Film work in Texas can be a little feast 
or famine - no pun intended,” said Gilbride. 
“Everybody has to be able to make do when 
there’s slow time, and caterers have to be 
kind of flexible.” 

Some “slow times” are pretty obvious - 
Texas’ summer heat. Then there’s the 
financial incentives, which - like other 
states’ - have waxed and waned in the past 
decade. Nine years ago, Austin and 
Shreveport, La., were the hotspots for film- 


ing. But a longtime film caterer in Louisiana 
told me the boom has “pretty much dried 
up,” while Texas’ budding film industry has 
also experienced a few lean years. 

Not that the business isn’t a feast for 
some. Browse the credits of recent, major 
motion pictures filmed in and around 
Austin - The Tree of Life, every Robert 
Rodriguez film - and you’ll notice a pattern. 
They’re all catered by David Long’s 
Locations Catering. 

Long’s operation is almost an industry 
unto itself: His company can feed hundreds 
of crew members and numerous extras. 
This very paper ran a lengthy piece 
(“Feeding the Film,” Food, Aug. 6, 2004) on 
Long and fellow local-big-shot Paul 
Kuzmich, of Hat Trick Catering. But that 
was nearly 10 years ago. When Long called 
to chat about the current state of the 
Texas film industry, he was huf- 
fin’ it down a New Orleans 
street; his last project in 
Austin was Sin City 2. 

“Texas is not such a 
great spot for catering 
anymore,” said Long. 
“The hottest spot outside 
of L.A. and New York 
right now is Atlanta.” 
Right now, “Georgia has 
the best incentives. It’s all 
about the money.” 

Kuzmich only ditto’d this 
point - “I don’t do much in Austin,” he said. 
Although he caters “big or small movies, I 
don’t care,” Kuzmich’s services are “not 
cheap.” He started out in L.A. before mov- 
ing to Texas 13 years ago for what sounds 
like the same reasons he’s steadily leaving. 
Kuzmich now has operations in several 
other states as well as abroad in London. 
Even if “Austin is a great town to live,” the 
Texas film industry has become about as 
passe as, well, L.A. 

“Ever since the economy went into the 
crapper in 2008, the movie industry is not as 
much run by the producers anymore ... it’s

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run by the accountants of the studio. 
There’s a number and that’s what you get.” 
But good news for Georgians: “There’s a lot 
of work in Atlanta.” 

Of course, things took a surprising turn 
for the better in recent weeks, when the 
Legislature, which many had anticipated 
would cut the already-low $32 million in 
film incentives, actually increased the fig- 
ure to $95 million over the next two years. 

“The financing is always great from the 
state funding, it’s just that overall the pro- 
gram is a bit more conservative than New 
Mexico, Louisiana, or Georgia’s program,” 
said Gilbride. “But even though it’s a more 
conservative program, it’s a well-run pro- 
gram, it’s a very transparent program, and 
the crews kind of can’t be beat.” 

That good news came on the heels of 
NBC announcing it’s moving production of 
the show Revolution to Austin for its second 
season. The announcement of the definite 
project seemed to pique Gilbride’ s interest 
more so than possible future incentives. 

“That will provide a lot of stability for 
Austin folks,” said Gilbride. “And it’s great 
that there’s a show like that that can be a 
long-term project in town.” 

Commercial Gain 

Whenever there’s not a long-term gig on 
the horizon, though, film caterers have to 
switch-hit. Montminy’s last local project 
was catering for the highly praised, local 
favorite Mud by writer/director Jeff Nichols, 
but he’s also catered plenty of TV pilots and 
the series Walker: Texas Ranger. Like the 
others, he finds work where he can. Because 
he has a family, Montminy will “try and 
make [projects as] close to home as much as 
possible.” Not that he doesn’t travel: 
Montminy just finished catering a Robin 
Williams film ... in Atlanta. 

“I do just about everything I can,” said 
Montminy over the phone.” [The Atlanta gig 
is] a fairly decent project but not a huge 
mega picture. We do what we can to survive.” 
Although “definitely incentives play a 
huge role in who comes to Texas,” Montminy 
seemed more interested by a more immedi- 
ate project. “Did you hear the TV series 
Revolution is coming to town?” 

The show starts shooting this month and 
“they asked me to put a bid together, and I 
did. And now I’m crossing my fingers; 
hopefully we’ll get it. It’s still very competi- 
tive for me here in Austin,” said Montminy,

and he’s not the only one 
who says so. 

Small-to-midsize film 
work can last for a couple 
of days to a couple weeks, 
catering for anywhere 
between 10 and 100 peo- 
ple. Surviving often 
means working on very 
small, days-long projects 
like a commercial. It’s 
steady work. 

“Austin is like a really, 
really busy place to shoot 
commercials,” said local commercial pro- 
ducer Buttons Pham, a veteran of the scene. 
“I’m busy all the time. And it doesn’t seem 
to be slowing down much at all. ... There 
have been months where you can’t find 
crew because it’s been so busy.” 

Texas being Texas, the landscape varies 
so dramatically that you can shoot a desert 
scene one day and a Hill Country scene the 
next. It’s like New Zealand, but with fewer 
hobbits. Perfect for those all-terrain car 
commercials. For their part, Kay Wheeler 
and her son “really like the commercials,” 
not only because they are “happening 
around here really, really well,” but also 
because of “the personal connection you 
can have with the client [and crew]. I’ll take 
that any day over the big jobs.” Wheeler 
said her favorite project to work on, though, 
was Gordon Ramsey’s Kitchen Nightmares. 
She fed chefs that were “helping” other 
chefs feed people, adding another layer to 
the reality of craft services. 

Back to Reality 

Sometimes, that connection between a 
film shoot and its catered food can be so 
blurred as to make the two indistinguishable. 

Actor and L.A.-transplant Chris Doubek’s 
first job on a Hollywood film was as an 
actual caterer. From then on, he’s appar- 
ently been typecast - be it “reality” or 
“movie-reality.” During his first gig with 
Richard Linklater in 2006, Doubek starred 
as “the hand opening the hamburger in 
Fast Food Nation.” You may have missed it. 
But when Doubek got top billing in Bryan 
Poyser’s widely acclaimed black comedy 
Lovers of Hate in 2010, the “tiny crew” took 
turns making each other meals. Cooking for 
the crew was “a way to stay in the groove on 
my off-days. And the kitchen was the same 
size as my Austin efficiency apartment, 
which was thrilling.” 

For Doubek, it’s simple: A well-fed crew 
is a happy crew, and a happy film crew 
makes good movies. 

“It’s very important not to scrimp on 
your food for actors. Have you seen school 
lunches? And you wonder what’s really 
wrong with American education today? 
Huge connection,” said Doubek. “You get 
pizza craft service, you get a pizza movie. 
That’s all I’m saying.” ■

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Roll. The self-proclaimed “Rock City Rejects” 
found hometown immortality using heart and 
charisma, not that “musical talent” bullshit. 

Though Chumps production halted in 2000 
to deal with bad habits, they returned in 
2006 with a second wind - unexpected lon- 
gevity for an epically reckless band. Now, 18 
years after forming, the Chumps hang up 
their Chuck Taylors forever. 

“Usually bands end on a big ‘Fuck you, 

I'm outta here,’” points out Nowhere. 

Not the Chumps. Their amicable dissolu- 
tion is out of respect for McGowan, who’s 
heading north to spend time with his parents. 

“I don’t want my folks to be gone before I 
have a chance to hang out with them,” 

McGowan laments. “I wasn’t good 
enough when I was a kid, and I 
don’t want to leave it like I’ve 
left it.” 

The Chumps get the 
send-off they deserve, 
with a final album, 

Gimme Headache, being 
released by stalwart local 
imprint Super Secret 
Records early next year 
and a farewell show this 
Friday at the Legendary 
White Swan (see also 
“Music Listings,” p.96). 

“I’m worried about ending the last 
song,” McGowan sighs. “I hope I don’t just 
collapse because I know I’m never going to 
do something like this again. I’m never going 
to get the accolades of having five people on 
my back while trying to sing. That’s living a 
dream. Two months down the road, I know I’ll 
be feeling a great loss.” 

“Because you won’t be a Chump?” I ask. 

“I’ll always be a chump!” he laughs. “I’m 
fairly certain we all will.” 


Later Chumps! 


“Hey Mom! Hey Dad! Hey Boss! Hey God! 
I’m a fucking chump. I’m all fucked up. I 
want to be demoted!” 

So declares the warped wails of Sean 
McGowan on the Chumps’ titular tune, 
which, along with other lovably deranged mini- 
anthems like “Mopac Rapist,” “I Got a 
Problem,” and “Fuck You, I’m Rich,” helped 
cement the Chumps among the most memo- 
rable and longest-lasting bands born in 
Austin’s Nineties punk scene. 

McGowan, bassist Frankie Nowhere, and 
guitarist Duane Holtz came together in 1995 
and became a show-stopping act in an era of 


gritty, weird bands like the 
Fuckemos and the Motards, 

who marked their territory at 
bygone punk dives like the Bates 
Motel and Blue Flamingo. Core mem- 
ber Aaron Fox became a Chump in 1997 
when he put the kibosh on a near breakup by 
insisting on filling their drum-kit vacancy. 

“That’s when we really started to gel and it 
became like a gang,” remembers Nowhere. 

Chumps live shows became legendary acts 
of public mayhem that no band wanted to fol- 
low, with their vinyl discography compiled on a 
modestly-titled collection called Invent Rock & 


Explosions In the 
SkyGotoWar 

Last week came the announcement that 
local instrumental rockers Explosions in 
the Sky are taking their triumphant live 
show on the road with industrial legends 
Nine Inch Nails for 19 dates this fall, 
including a November 5 performance 
at the AT&T Center in San Antonio. 

“Trent Reznor is someone we all 
respect, because he really charts his own 
journey - nobody tells him what to do,” 
reports EITS drummer Chris Hrasky by 
phone, adding that their inclusion on the 
tour came out of the blue. 

Since wrapping up promotion for 2011 
release Take Care , Take Care , Take Care, 
EITS has stayed busy by practicing that 
which first brought them national attention: 
scoring. Collaborating with David Wingo 
on the Prince Avalanche soundtrack (revisit 
“Great World of Sound,” May 24), which 
hits music retailers in August, they’ve also 
scored Lone Survivor for director Peter 
Berg, who they worked with on Friday 
Nights Lights. 

“Lone Survivor is a horrifying war movie, 
a really messed-up, disturbing story,” says 
Hrasky. “It was difficult watching people get 
their heads blown off over and over again, 
and recording music to it. They wanted 
something nontraditional, upsetting and 
frightening, which was fun for us because 
people often think of our music as big and 
uplifting. This is a lot darker and unpleas- 
ant. It’s the weirdest thing we’ve ever done.” 

Universal Pictures has slated Lone 
Survivor, which stars “Marky Mark” 
Wahlberg, for a December release, 
strategic timing for Oscar bait. 


Guess the FFFFest 

“If we did that, our fans would 
murder us,” FFF co-founder James 
Moody commented. 

Here’s a handful of artists that have 
my spidey senses tingling: Ghost B.C., 
Skeletonwitch, Dinosaur Jr., Black 
Flag (either version or both), the 
Oblivians, and R. Kelly. The latter per- 
forms at the Pitchfork Music Festival 
this year and FFF owners Moody and 
Graham Williams were spotted at his 
Mother’s Day event last May. Now start 
your own prognosticating. 

UtopiaFest, the idyllic Hill Country 
musical campout Sept. 20-21, announced 
a partial lineup including the Eels; EOTO; 
Blackalicious; He’s My Brother, She’s 
My Sister; the Wheeler Brothers; and 
Grupo Fantasma. While the remaining 
lineup comes to light in July, I’m told 
additional headliners will be announced 
next week. Located a couple hours south 
of Austin in Utopia, the fest stands out 
from the pack with its BYOB policy, free 
camping, no overlapping music, and 
capped capacity to keep it uncrowded.

>Gary Clark Jr. exercised his wah-wah pedal last Friday on 

Late Night With Jimmy Fallon, doing a guest spot with 
R&B singer the Dream. They were backed by unmatched 
house band the Roots on a boiling version of “Too Easy,” 
off the Dream’s recently released IV Play album, on which 
Clark lends his axe. While the Austin native has, in the last 
few years, enjoyed collabs with legends like the Rolling 
Stones, B.B. King, and Eric Clapton, this performance 
marks a continued effort for the 29-year-old bluesman to 
jam with rappers and R&B singers including Nas, Alicia 
Keys, and Austin MC Phranchyze. 

The Daft Punk Rolling Stone magazine came absolutely 
chock-full of Austin-related content: a 3.5-star review of 
Patty Griffin’s American Kid album that only mentions boy- 
friend Robert Plant three times and calls her songwriting

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Eat to the Beat 

Austin’s music and food mash-up in six verses

There’s this old joke: “How do you get a 
drummer off your porch? Pay for the pizza.” 

Caleb Dawson’s heard it before. 

He’s at my house with a large pie from 
Austin’s Pizza, where he works as a delivery 
driver. With his turquoise rings, leather 
boots, golden brown mane, and a fringy 
leather satchel hanging from his necklace, 
he’s nailing the biker-hippie image. His 
swagger screams rock & roll badass. 

Dawson’s one of Austin’s most prolific 
percussionists, keeping the beat for R&B 
street rockers the Bad Lovers, Sabbath- 
inspired stonemasons Sweat Lodge, Lone 
Star psych gang the Wolf, and modest 
supergroup the Best. He’s already played 
two shows this week and has three more on 
the weekend, plus meetings to plan a sum- 
mer tour for the Wolf and to ready a new LP 
from the Bad Lovers. For Dawson, who also 
works almost full time transporting pies, 
it’s a relatively light workload. Not like dur- 
ing South by Southwest, when he played 29 
times in a week. 

“I don’t sleep much,” he reflects. 

He gets crazy good tips though. How 
could he not, looking like that? 

It’s common for Dawson to 
get recognized on a pizza 
run. He even heard one of 
his albums playing once. 

That’s Austin for you: The 
dude delivering lunch 
might very well be the 
same guy you’ll be paying 
to see perform later 
that night. 

“I almost don’t know any 
musicians who don’t work in 
the service industry,” Dawson 
confirms. “The kitchen is particularly 
attractive to musicians because we usually 
don’t have to wake up early and, if we do, 
it’s not a big deal to be hungover or tired 
because you’re not dealing directly with 
the customer so you don’t have to put on 
your happy face. Everyone’s sweaty and 
pissed off.” 

Cook of the House 

Sue Davis works 80 hours a week in 
a restaurant. Don’t feel bad for her. She’s 
the owner. 

Davis founded Eastside eatery Counter 
Culture, a charming little restaurant on 
Cesar Chavez that offers vegan and raw 
foods so hearty they satisfy total meat fiends. 

“There was a lack of accessible vegan food 
in Austin,” offers Davis, who opened her 
venture as a trailer in 2009 before upgrading 
to brick-and-mortar digs a year ago. “But 
Counter Culture doesn’t say ‘vegan’ any- 
where because I want to feed omnivores.” 

As I munch a Philly Seitan, the veggie 
take on a cheesesteak made of grilled plant 
protein and topped with cashew cheese, 



Davis explains that many of her 14 employ- 
ees are musicians. Not because she inten- 
tionally hires them, but because that’s who 
makes up the local workforce. 

“Every restaurant in Austin has a musi- 
cian working there,” she points out. “To me, 
the restaurant and music industries here 
are tied together just like the acting busi- 
ness and restaurants in L.A.” 

Davis counts herself among those ranks 
as “DJ Sue,” one of Austin’s venerable vinyl 
selectors. Around the millennium, she 
began a weekly dance party at local water- 
ing holes Nasty’s and Beerland, where she 
spun garage rock, pop oldies, and whatever 
eccentric audio she grooved to. Sometimes 
she hosted bands, sometimes guest DJs 
from the Sixties scene. Fuzz Club - maybe 
you heard of it. 

These days, she’s too busy shopping for 
organic produce and making quiches. 
Instead of night clubs, she reigns over the 
stereo at work, playing cool old music that, 
like her food, comes perfectly unprocessed. 

In transitioning from underground DJ to 
a restaurateur standing against Monsanto, 
animal cruelty, and big agribusiness, 
Davis sees common ingredients. 
“It’s a do-it-yourself kind of 
thing. Much like bands in 
their garage, it’s not about 
making money, but about 
making change.”

Hungerford, an ex-Tennessean with a 
long history of drumming in rock bands, 
stands inside grilling sandwiches, working 
through a long line of order cards that read 
menu names like the “Gertrude Stein” 
Goatcheese and “Art Spiegelman” Patty 
Melt. She’s looking appropriately Eastern 
European: a head wrap and gigantic old- 
lady sunglasses. Later tonight, she’ll let her 
hair down onstage at Holy Mountain, bang- 
ing the hell out of her drum kit behind local 
garage great John Wesley Coleman.

Eat It 

Living in the food trailer capital of the 
universe, Austinites are used to seeing 
wheeled vendors pitching edible obscuri- 
ties like designer donuts, “Detroit Style” 
pizza, kimchi fries, and even questionably- 
named Asian “Love Balls.” So it’s no sur- 
prise that the market remains such that it 
can support something as specific as a veg- 
etarian Jewish sandwich trailer and even 
less surprising that it’s owned by an awe- 
some local musician. 

This breezy Friday afternoon, on the cor- 
ner of Cesar Chavez and San Marcos Street, 
Schmaltz is slammed. Filling the picnic 
tables are a cross section of black-clad, tat- 
tooed thirty somethings, collegiate book- 
worms, upper middle-class families with well- 
dressed babies, and sandal-wearing long- 
hairs. The Stooges’ “No Fun” plays on some 
small computer speakers near the order win- 
dow and the condiment rack has copies of the 
Razorcake zine. By no contrivance or calcula- 
tion, Julia Hungerford’ s Jewish-style veggie 
sandwich trailer feels overtly rock & roll. 


explains. “One is clarified kosher butter. 
Otherwise, it means ‘overly sentimental.’” 

Hungerford’ s grandparents were survi- 
vors - Polish Jews who immigrated to 
America after the Second World War. They 
exposed a young Hungerford to the great 
institution of Jewish delis, which empha- 
size good bread, pickled vegetables, and 
sliced, seasoned meats. 

While the homemade meatless pastrami 
slices on the “Harvey P” Reuben I order 
might dismay Carnegie Deli purists, few 
could argue with the fresh baked marble 
rye, fresh cabbage, chipotle Russian dress- 
ing, and Swiss cheese. 

As I dig into the delicious sandwich, 
Hungerford explains that she operates as a 
lunch spot so she can be available to play 
shows and practice at night. She recalls the 
separation anxiety she experienced while 
touring with Coleman’s band in December, 
leaving an employee to run the trailer. 

“I tried to just let him run everything, but 
I couldn’t stop worrying, so I’d still call 
almost every day.” 


While Schmaltz serves no meat, 
Hungerford’ s proud to be a member of 
HAAM (the Health Alliance for Austin 
Musicians), the low-cost health insurance 
program for Austin’s working musicians. 

“There’s no way I could afford health 
insurance otherwise,” she admits. “It’s one 
of the best things about living in Austin. I 
get the benefit of being a musician even 
when I’m doing my own business.” 

Ice Cream Man 

Inside the deep South Congress location 
of Amy’s Ice Creams, Black Sabbath’s 
“Electric Funeral” oozes from the stereo 
and a housewife in exercise clothes rattles 
off an impossibly complicated order, punc- 
tuated with: “and don’t be stingy with the 
whipped cream!” 

Store manager David Thomas Jones, who 
looks like an author with his beard and 
longshoreman cap, dutifully beats together 
the ingredients with giant metal scoopers, 
putting the mixture in a cup and adding 
copious whipped topping. He smiles as he 
hands it to her. No tip. 

It’s been a busy, sometimes thankless 
day for Jones who, by night, sings and 
plays guitar for local indie rockers Watch 
Out for Rockets. His musician/creamery 
manager duality came out in a video for 
the incredible single, “Our Lives,” from his 
solo debut, Comfort Creatures EP. It con- 
trasts playfully sedate footage of Jones 
behind the counter at Amy’s with him 
drunkenly singing and dancing onstage 
across town. It speaks to the lifestyles of 
Jones and other musicians. 

“My life is a routine: Have a band, find 
drummers, book shows, write albums, 
record them, release them.” 

Jones sometimes considers furthering 
his education and landing a fancy adult 
job, with a desk and a collared shirt and all 
that. He’d make more money, no doubt, 
but he knows it wouldn’t be conducive to 
musical creativity. It might even kill his 
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dream. So he continues to do ice cream. 
He’s happy here. 

“I’ve tried turning my back on music - I 
can’t,” recalls Jones about the short period 
he ditched his art. “I need to get things out 
of my head and make them something I 
can listen to. I need to hold myself up to 
the mirror all the time. I need to be anoth- 
er working musician in Austin. It churns 
my spirit.” 

Gorilla Biscuits 

Gus Baker stands in my kitchen whisk- 
ing a bowl of eggs I just gathered from my 
backyard coop. He’s teaching me how to 
make a grade-A omelet, specifically the 
Magnolia Omelette, my favorite order at 
Austin’s legendary 24-hour diner where 
Baker’s worked for the last two years. 
Magnolia’s breakfast plates are of such rev- 
erence that even during the graveyard shift, 
which he typically works, he’s making 
omelets nonstop. 

“You gotta have a good nonstick pan,” he 
begins, tilting the pan to evenly cook the 
first side. “You cook a good base - a shell. 
Then it’s really a pizza at that point.” 

He flips it, reduces the heat, and adds 
avocado, tomatoes, black olives, and cheese. 
Then he folds it and tops it with sour cream. 

“There’ve been points in Doom Siren 
where every member worked in a kitch- 
en,” he says, referring to the hardcore 
punk band he’s brutalized guitar strings 
in for six years. A legit example of under- 
ground punk culture, Doom Siren’s 
relentlessly heavy D-beat/blast-beat hard- 
core remains a local staple at drunken 
punk shows. They’ve 
cemented their colossally 
heavy accord with two 
indie LPs and tracks on 
national compilations. 

“There’s always going to 
be kitchen positions avail- 
able and musicians are 
always going to need a job,” 
he shrugs. “It’s just not like 
it used to be where record 
companies would give you 
money for a house and a tab at the cafe so 
you didn’t have to work. It’s not like that for 
any of my friends. 

“We work. We play. It’s great.” 

Baker even likens kitchen staff camara- 
derie to the bonds between bandmates. 

“You see these people day in and day out. 
They help you out when you need it, and 
you do the same for them.” 

It doesn’t hurt that several Magnolia 
employees are rockers themselves. When 
Baker needs the night off to play a punk 
show, they know how important that is. 

The omelet comes out perfect. We cut it 
in half and sit down to eat while a Japanese 
crust-punk record plays in the back- 
ground. It’s well past noon, which might 
be late for breakfast in some people’s 
books, but for a couple of musicians, it’s 
an early bird special. 

Now if only there was a waiter here ... I 
could use some coffee. 


Geezer Butler 

Nobody else in town, or potentially on 
Earth, plays the mountain dulcimer like Tim 
Bryan. He plays the traditional Appalachian 
drone instrument with a violin bow running 
through a delay pedal into an electric guitar 
amp, adding a psychedelic wail to local 
Southern string band, Starlings, TN. 

The Florida native sits at the bar of 
Northside hangout Mister Tramps, where 
he works as a chef, sipping a beer and recall- 
ing the oddest of odd jobs that a working 
musician might take to make ends meet. 

“Believe it or not, I was a butler,” he 
laughs while recalling time he spent Jeeves- 
ing for a millionaire in Palm Beach after 
studying estate management at the Starkey 
Institute in Denver. “I took classes in every- 
thing from flower arranging to how to kill 
someone in three seconds.” 

Dressed in a white polo shirt and khakis, 
he’d pick out the family’s clothes, write their 
checks, refill drinks at high-powered busi- 
ness meetings, and even draw the shades 
and turn down the lights at day’s end. 

“Trouble was, there’s just no time for 
music in that lifestyle,” he shakes his head. 
“You’re the first person up and the last per- 
son to go to bed. I couldn’t play shows, and 
it was killing me.” 

Despite making a six-figure salary, he 
made the spiritual decision to give it up and 
relocate to Austin to rejoin the band he’d 
co-founded in 2000. Upon arrival, he looked 
to the oh-so-familiar restaurant industry 
and found a position at Mister Tramps. 

“They have the philosophy of a good 
kitchen,” he says. “Everything is made in- 
house and fresh every day.” 
The adaptability in schedul- 
ing has allowed him to play 
about 50 shows in the last 
year, but, more than anything, 
he realized how much he’d 
missed the kitchen and the 
friendships you make in it. 

“A chefs a chef. You can’t 
really take us out of our kitch- 
en. It’s the same thing with 
musicians. We’re going to play 
no matter what. It’s just a matter of with who.” 

Savoy Truffle 

Under the stage lights, they can be 
mighty movers of masses, the creative core 
of our city’s underground music culture. 
Yet commonness and obscurity await 
Austin’s musical ranks when they load out 
of the clubs and punch the clock at their 
day jobs. 

The harsh reality that few who play music 
can live off their band takes nothing away 
from their status. Success in creative fields 
isn’t measured by money, but by the inno- 
vation, intensity, and impact of expression. 

In these six profiles - each person an 
impressive artist in their own right - the 
flexible, friendly, and faithful vibe of 
Austin’s kitchens gels nicely with the life- 
style of a musician. That’s established a 
vast league of something better than rock 
stars: working-class heroes. ■

Slaid Cleaves 

Still Fighting the War (Music Road) 

Close up the honky-tonks. Shut down the open mics. 

Austin’s Slaid Cleaves returns to show all who attempt the 
singer-songwriter thing how it’s done. Not only is Still Fighting 
the War his most political work ever, in many ways he echoes 
the socio-political commentary of James McMurtry and Bruce 
Springsteen. What differentiates our man Cleaves from 
other writers remains his ability to get his messages over 
in distinctly understated ways. There’s songwriting genius 
in “Gone,” the tale of a couple’s love from youth to senility 
in just about three minutes. In fact, it’s the unpretentious nature of a composition such as 
“Gone” that may well keep him from a larger audience, while at the same time demanding 
exactly that - mass consumption. That and songs delving deep into struggle and pain without 
flinching. As marked by the album moniker, the title track fearlessly deals with an Iraq War vet- 
eran suffering from Post Traumatic Stress Disorder. It’s heady stuff, but there are lighthearted 
moments as well, notably a duet with Terri Hendrix on “Texas Love Song,” which travels from 
“the Mucky Duck to the Broken Spoke” with “Robert Earl and Billy Joe.” A couple of the com- 
poser’s beloved mentors, Don Walser and Woody Guthrie, are paid affectionate tribute with the 
countrified “God’s Own Yodeler” and woeful folk rock of “Rust Belt Fields,” respectively. More 
than 20 years into his career, Slaid Cleaves just keeps getting better; more refined and con- 
fident. There are few contemporaries that compare. He’s become a master craftsman on the 
order of Guy Clark and John Prine. (CD Release: Friday, June 14, Cactus Cafe)

Brazos 

Saltwater (Dead Oceans) 

Stagnant after one too many days at a 
local phone bank, Martin Crane packed 
everything he owned into 
his 1990 Honda Civic 
station wagon and left 
Austin in 2011 without 
fanfare. Spending the next 
two years in a cycle of 
self-discovery, he pieced 
together his second full- 
length album and a new 
Brazos lineup in Brooklyn 
with bassist Spencer 
Zahn and drummer Ian 
Chang. Saltwater captures 
that great awakening, emboldened and 
expansive, torn between childlike wonder 
and quarter-life introspection. “I feel sum- 
mer sweeping out/I feel myself freezing 
like a water spout,” reflects Crane in the 
circular stutter of “Charm,” one of several 
passing references to his transitory state. 


Like 2009’s self-released Phosphorescent 
Blues, an effort Dead Oceans should prep 
for immediate reissue, Crane bobs and 
weaves through slipstream narratives, a 
featherweight with kid gloves. “How the 
Ranks Was Won” recounts a ghost ship, 
while the title track reimagines Moby Dick , 
and “One Note Pillow” 
suggests Outlandos 
dAmour-era Police. These 
12 tracks feel lived in, as 
if each detail - streaming 
synth manipulations in 
stunning opener “Always 
On” and Crane’s layered, 
careening vocals - has 
been carefully consid- 
ered, up close and at a 
distance, to achieve the 
right balance in color and 
tone. “Deeper Feelings,” in particular, with 
its slow-mo seduction and clashing distor- 
tion, will leave you breathless. All told, 
Saltwater’ s the most refreshing indie pop 
LP since Sufjan Stevens’ Illinois. It’s been 
a long haul, but Crane’s arrived.

Physician by day, musi- 
cian by night, Candace 
Bellamy brings “Sweet

Hot Club of 
Cowtown 
Rendezvous In Rhythm 
(Gold Strike) 

European swing jazz 
defines Austin’s Hot 
Club of Cowtown from 


Rhythm, however, its sixth studio LP, the Hot 
Club of Cowtown hadn’t devoted an entire 
album to the style performed by their greatest 
influence, legendary Hot Club of France vio- 
lin/guitar duo Stephane Grappelli and Django 
Reinhardt. The fact that classically trained 


fiddler Elana James, guitarist Whit Smith, 
and bassist Jake Erwin are each among this 
Cowtown’s best at their particular instrument 
guarantees that such an endeavor, espe- 
cially as helmed by Lloyd Maines, burst with 
exuberance. Among the 14 tunes, American 
Songbook standards dominate, “I’m in the 
Mood for Love,” “Crazy Rhythm,” “Sweet Sue, 
Just You,” and “Melancholy Baby,” easygo- 
ing melodies by Reinhardt, Irving Berlin, Fred 
Loesser, and Al Jolson. HCOCT’s arrange- 
ments allow for intricate interplay and crisply 
turned solos on a recording both joyful and 
masterfully executed.

Dreamy Weather 

With no overdubs, no 
errant pitches daubed 
out, and without usual 
backing band the Finest 
Kind, Erin Ivey’s live 
debut, Dreamy Weather, shines as a bare- 
bones performance. Recorded at the Cactus 
Cafe in January, the local chanteuse invited 
guitarist RyDogg Johnson as her sole accom- 
paniment, and together the duo stills even as 
it invigorates. Revisiting choice material from 
2011 breakout Broken Gold as Ivey introduces 
new songs, even the familiar takes on a new 
outlook. The Gallic “Chocolate,” chipped out of 
the original’s dub overtones, becomes a seduc- 
tive ballad as rich as its namesake, while fresh- 
ly penned “Oh, Light” drifts in warm chords, 
light and airy despite its lyric forecast of inevi- 
table endings, an idea furthered in stunner 
“Separational.” In each of Dreamy Weather’s 
nine tracks, Ivey’s material readies for both 
the packed concert halls and a barefoot, back 
porch concert. By exposing herself to blem- 
ishes, Erin Ivey achieves near perfection.

Following founding

On Home and Deranged, 
fellow founders Hank Card and Conrad Deisler 
haven’t missed a beat. With Darcie Deaville 
and Bruce Jones filling out the Lizards’ first LP 
since 2006’s The Drugs I Need, the political 
and social wit remains timely and sharp, from 
the TSA-dedicated “Thank You for Touching 
Me There” to the false-flag flying send-up 
“Black Helicopters” and recent fan favorite 
“Too Big to Fail.” “If I Saw You All the Time” 
and “I Lied” turn on more personal parodies. 
Eclecticism through folk styles emerges amid 
double entendres, rolling into a sea shanty for 
“My Bonnie Johnson” and cutting Tex-Mex for 
“Spelunking with Joe King Carrasco,” featuring 
Carrasco himself providing spirited gritos. Still 
wonderfully absurd and necessarily pointed.

Pinata Protest 

El Valiente (Saustex) 

San Antonio’s Norteho 
punks return with a swag- 
gering eight-song offering 
that, from opening track 
“Vato Perron,” resembles 
the Pogues’ “Fiesta,” an 
early example of this rarified mix of traditional 
Latin music with punk rock. Second hitter “Life 
on the Border,” something of a mission state- 
ment for the young band, showcases singer 
Alvaro Del Norte’s phenomenal accordion 
skills with furious triplet notes. From there the 
album dives into cliched wordplay (“Tomorrow, 
Today”) and tiresome hooks (“Guadalupe”) 
until two covers, Vicente Ferdandez’s “Volver, 
Volver” and “La Cucaracha,” brilliantly execute 
crunchy power chords, lock-tight basslines, 
and rapido punk rock drums. That revives 
El Valiente in time for hardcore closer “Que 
Pedo.” It took Pinata Protest two releases to 
find its sound, overcoming the low-octane pro- 
duction of their debut with a sonically badass 
mix from local studio head Frenchie Smith 
here, but it will take at least three to find their 
songwriting sweet spot.

The Food and Drug Administration proposed recently to limit the quantity of 
tiny “mites” that could occupy imported cheese, even though living, crawling 
mites are a feature desired by aficionados. (“Cheese is absolutely alive!” 
proclaimed microbiologist Rachel Dutton, who runs the “cheese laboratory” 
at Harvard University.) In fact, cheese is home to various molds, bacteria, and 
yeasts, which give it flavor, and sellers routinely use blowers to expel excessive 
critters, but the FDA now wants to limit them to 6 bugs per square inch. 
However, according to a May report on NPR, lovers of some cheeses, especially 
the French Mimolette, object, asserting both an indifference to the sight of 
mites creeping around and a fear of taste-loss (since the mites burrow into the 
hunk, aerating it and extending the flavor). 


IRONIES 

Energy West, the natural gas supplier in 
Great Falls, Mont., had tried recently to raise 
awareness of leaks by distributing scratch- 
and-sniff cards to residents, demonstrating 
gas’ distinctive, rotten-egg smell. In May, 
workers cast aside several cartons of leftover 
cards, which were hauled off and disposed of 
by crushing - which released the scent and 
produced a massive blanket of odor over 
downtown Great Falls, resulting in a flurry of 
panicked calls to firefighters about gas leaks. 

Well, Of Course! 1) The Ypsilanti, Mich., City 
Council voted in May on a resolution that would 
have required the members always to vote 
either “yes" or “no” (to thus reduce the recent, 
annoying number of “abstain” votes). The reso- 
lution to ban abstaining failed because three of 
the seven members abstained. 2) Doctors told 
a newspaper in Stockholm in April that at 
least one of Sweden’s premier modeling agen- 
cies, looking for recruits, had been caught 
passing out business cards adjacent to the 
country’s largest eating-disorder clinic, forcing 
the clinic to change its rules on patients taking 
outside walks. 

The United Nations Conference on 
Disarmament, a multilateral forum on arms 
control agreements, was chaired beginning 
May 27th (until June 23rd) by Iran, which, for 
that time, at least, had the awkward job of 


overseeing resolutions on nuclear non-prolif- 
eration, which the country is widely thought 
to be ignoring. 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

Unclear on the Concept: 1) Ruben Pavon 
was identified by surveillance video in Derry, 
N.H., in April snatching a grill from the front 
porch of a thrift store. Pavon explained to 
police that the store’s name, “Finders 
Keepers,” indicated to him that the objects 
were free for the taking and admitted that he 
had previously taken items from the porch. 2) 
In May, Los Angeles police bought back 
1,200 guns in one of the periodic U.S. buy- 
back programs, but they declined to accept 
the pipe bomb a man said he wanted to sell. 
“This is not a pipe-bomb buyback,” said Chief 
Charlie Beck. “Pipe bombs are illegal ... “ The 
man was promptly arrested. 

Too Much Information: John Casey, 51, was 
caught by security staff at an Asda supermar- 
ket in Washington, England last October after 
allegedly stealing a slab of beef. He was con- 
victed in May even after offering the compel- 
ling explanation that he had concealed the 
beef underneath other purchases not to avoid 
paying for it, but only because the sight of the 
raw meat gave him “flashbacks” to his dead 
grandmother, who had passed away of a 
blood clot when Casey was a child. 


PERSPECTIVE 

In May, the Florida House of 
Representatives adjourned for the year with- 
out assessing themselves even a nominal 
increase in health insurance premiums for 
their own taxpayer-funded deluxe coverage, 
which will remain at $8.34 per month for indi- 
viduals ($30 for families). Several days earli- 
er, the House had voted to reject several bil- 
lion dollars in federal grants for extending 
health insurance coverage to about a million 
more poor people in the state’s Medicaid pro- 
gram. The House premiums are even lower 
than those of state senators and rank-and- 
file state employees, and lower than the pre- 
miums of Medicaid recipients who have the 
ability to pay. 

RECURRING THEMES 

Dogs Gone Wild: 1) Oscar, a Lawrence, 

Mass., K-9, accidentally fired a gun into an 
occupied home during a police chase in March. 
He had pawed the trigger while digging into 
snow where a fleeing suspect had tossed his 
gun. (No one was injured.) 2) In March, a dog 
left inside an otherwise unattended, engine-run- 
ning car accidentally kicked it into gear and 
pinned an unidentified pedestrian, knocking him 
unconscious. He was taken to a hospital in 
York, Pa., and revived. 3) Gregory Lanier, 35, 
driving his dog in a truck in Sebring, Fla., in 
February, was shot in the leg when the dog 
stepped on a .380 caliber pistol. He was not 
seriously hurt. 

PEOPLE DIFFERENT FROM US 

Apparently running out of space on his 
body (which is two-thirds tattooed), 

Brazilian Rodrigo Fernando dos Santos has 
moved on to his eyeballs. According to the 
body-modification website BME.com, eyeball 
tattooing is safe if done correctly, which 
involves the artist injecting the ink precise- 
ly between the conjunctiva and the sclera 
layers -- with the main risk, of course, being 
that the client can go blind. In April, Sao 
Paulo tattoo artist Rafael Leao Dias, who 
said he had studied eyeball work for two 
years, successfully turned dos Santos’ 
eyes into pools of dark ink. “I cried ink for 
two days,” he told a local blogger. BME.com 
said eyeball tattoos have been reported for 
nearly 2,000 years. 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Paul Gardener and Chad Leakey were 
arrested in Tempe, Ariz. , in May and charged 
with a spree of car burglaries. According to 
police, the men were trying various cars’ 
doors, looking for any that were unlocked, 
when they inadvertently opened the back 
door of an unmarked police car. The men 
had apparently not noticed (until too late) 
that two uniformed officers were sitting in 
the front seat and had also failed to notice 
that cage wiring separated the back seat 
from the front seat.

After a year of discussion, we’ve opted to retire our 
venerable Restaurant Poll, adding many of the vot- 
ing categories to an enhanced Food & Drink section 
of the annual “Best of Austin” Poll. Rest assured: 
Chronicle readers will still have the opportunity to 
weigh in on many of their favorite award categories 
(look for the first BOA ballot in the June 28 issue). 

The Austin restaurant scene has changed dramati- 
cally since the Restaurant Poll first appeared in 1995, 
and we believe coverage of that scene should reflect 
those dramatic changes. As one of the fastest growing 
cities in the country, Austin now boasts a depth and 
breadth of nationally recognized culinary options 
that were unimaginable to us when the poll first 
appeared. We’ve observed Austin’s evolution into a 
city with distinct and vibrant neighborhoods. Each of 
those areas is blessed with a selection of dining spots: 
some well-established stalwarts, some hot new places 
on the cutting edge, other gems best known to folks 
who live in proximity to them, as well as strategically 
placed food trailers. Our goal was to come up with a 
list of the eateries that we felt had distinguished 
themselves by their contribution to the local dining 
scene over the past year and design a new way to 
recognize and present them to our readers. 

With all these dramatic changes in mind, we pres- 
ent the inaugural Austin Chronicle First Plates 
Awards. We’ve divided the city into nine neighbor- 
hood regions and our team of seasoned culinary 
experts - Wes Marshall, Mick Vann, MM Pack, Claudia 
Alarcon, Rachel Feit, Kate Thornberry, Melanie 


Haupt, Jessi Cape, Gracie Salem, and myself - chose 
restaurants in each area that we deemed worthy of 
recognition, based on factors such as food, drinks, 
service, decor, ambience, and innovation. We’ve 
bestowed a First Plates Award on more than a hun- 
dred restaurants and trailers, in a grueling process 
that inevitably left some well-loved restaurants off the 
short list. Where eligibility was concerned, we only 
considered eateries that have been open since the 
date of our last Restaurant Poll (May 2012) through 
early April of 2013, which means that the brand-new 
crop of restaurants that opened in the past few weeks 
while we were preparing this issue didn’t make the 
cut, but are already in consideration for next year. We 
were aided in this endeavor by the invaluable service 
of food section intern Kenny Pailes, who developed 
the basic regional spreadsheet, as well as interns 
Candice Gallion, Nina Hernandez, Nate Jackson, and 
Lucia Murguia, who checked addresses, phone num- 
bers, and websites for all of our award winners. 

Our goal was to collectively provide faithful 
Chronicle readers with a list of restaurants worth try- 
ing over the coming year, but that’s not to say we 
didn’t each have that one unforgettable dining expe- 
rience during the past year deserving of special 
praise. Look for the 10 Favorite Plate critics picks 
throughout the section. As always, we hope our read- 
ers will keep and use this list over the coming year 
when faced with the opportunity to partake of 
Austin’s dynamic culinary scene. Make a First Plates 
winner one of your first stops.

A little craft beer 
place might draw you in, or maybe a hot new bar serving artisanal cocktails. Amazing 
music is coming out of every club you pass.

As South Congress and South First have filled up with new, exciting restaurants, all eyes 
have turned to workaday South Lamar. Already the home of a few legendary stalwarts such 
as Matt’s El Rancho and Maria’s Taco Xpress, new ventures are opening continually on this 
major roadway. As of this writing, the revamping of South Lamar is in full swing. Generally 
speaking, the trend is north to south, beginning with close-in Uchi in the early Aughties, 
advancing up to Olivia and Barley Swine, with relative newcomers El Meson and Henri’s 
nudging the boundary ever farther south. With its ample parking and ripeness for redevel- 
opment, South Lamar promises to be the next octopus arm of hip restaurant expansion. 

The sleepy spur of Barton Springs Road that leads from South Lamar to Zilker Park has 
always been a restaurant row of sorts, dotted with eateries to tempt hungry swimmers. 
None have been as successful as Chuy’s, however. As the real estate close to the Springs 
grows ever more valuable, condos are replacing the laid-back trailer parks of yesteryear, 
and several of the restaurant buildings have begun changing tenants regularly, trying to 
find that perfect concept to ensure the high traffic needed to pay steep rents.

Old West 
tAustuv 

Austinites tend to overlook Old West 
Austin as a distinct neighborhood, but it was 
founded in the 1870s. As one of the earliest 
“suburbs” just west of Downtown, it encom- 
passes the Treaty Oak, Castle Hill, the 
Clarksville freedmen’s community, the 
Flower Hill plantation house, and an origi- 
nal moonlight tower. Gone but not forgotten 
are the Texas Confederate Home for Men, 
the Tips Iron and Steel Co., and the Pressler 
Brewery and Beer Garden. 

Beginning in the 1920s, there was an 
Italian immigrant enclave along West Lynn, 
still the semi-commercial heart of this walk- 
ing-friendly district. It included a mercan- 
tile store and the beloved Casiraghi 
Restaurant that lasted till 1969. Structures

that remain today housed family-owned 
groceries, flower shops, and liquor stores. 
In the 1970s, Clarksville Cafe and Clarksville 
Creamery were dining destinations. 

Today, Old West Austin is an eclectic mix 
of gentrified bungalows, stately historic 
homes, and multifamily and student hous- 
ing. West Lynn is currently the site of the 
Kash-Karry/Fresh Plus grocery, Nau’s 
Enfield Drug, Mathews Elementary School, 
Caffe Medici, and a variety of restaurants, 
including the iconic Jeffrey’s, which has 
quite recently undergone a change in own- 
ership and a major facelift.

Verona Ristorante Italiano 

F jr more than 3 1/2 years, Verona Risto- 
rante Italiano has built its business by word 
of mouth and focusing on quality ingredients, 
owner Reza K. Faridi said. 

“I never sacrifice on quality,” he said. “From 
shopping at the supermarket, people have a 
good knowledge about quality. I try not to be 
so expensive, but at the end of the day, I try 
to make a few dollars, too.” 

For Faridi, that means making his cream 
sauces with 36 percent milkfat heavy cream. 

That means using large chunks of lump jum- 
bo crabmeat — not shredded — and lobster 
tail in his dishes, and hand-cutting calamari. 

His chefs wait until a customer orders to slice beef for cheesesteak sand- 
wiches so that all of the juices and flavors remain in the beef, he said. 

The Iranian-born Faridi moved to the United States from Norway with $2,500 
in his pocket, he said. “I have been in Austin 24 years this December,” he 
said. “I have been in the restaurant business 23 years — all Italian restaurants.” 
He has held numerous jobs in the industry, from dishwasher to chef. As an 
owner, he helped open Giovanni’s Italian Restaurant in Round Rock and Tree 
House Italian Grill on South Congress Avenue. 

Faridi opened Verona himself, without investors or deep pockets helping 
him. He said he trains his wait staff to be knowledgeable on all aspects of the 
menu, from how the dishes are prepared to where the ingredients come from 
to the price.

The rocky limestone outcroppings south and west of Austin were once dotted with rural 
hamlets like Bee Cave, Briarcliff, and Spicewood. The area had family ranches, rustic cab- 
ins, lake cottages, not-so-secret skinny dipping coves, convenience stores, and the occa- 
sional seasonal burger joint. The Lakeway retirement development began the gentrifica- 
tion of the area in the early Sixties, but for more than 30 years, even the most successful 
food businesses in the area were seasonal, folding when lake traffic disappeared. This is no 
longer the case. Lakeway hasn’t been a retirement village in quite some time, and young 
families and suburban business types have gobbled up homes, condos, and apartments 
built on most of that family ranchland. There’s now a highly rated school district and the 
area is rife with business development, with giant retail hubs at both ends of what used to 
be sleepy Ranch Road 620. While it’s true that much of the restaurant development in the 
area has been of the national/regional chain variety, there are some independent gems 
worth discovering. - Virginia B. Wood

Day Trips

The Museum of Fine Arts, Houston, 

exhibit, “Faking it: Manipulated Photo- 
graphy Before Photoshop” debunks the 
adage that “the camera never lies,” but 
supports the idea that “a picture is worth 
a thousand words.” 

“There is no such thing as a com- 
pletely unaltered photograph,” said the 
exhibition’s organizer, Mia Fineman. The 
assistant curator of photography at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York 
City combed through collections from 
around the world to come up with the 
more than 180 photos created between 
the 1840s and 1990s that question the 
objectivity of photography. 

Manipulated photos in the exhibit were 
done to compensate for photography’s 
shortcomings, for commercial purposes, 
and just for fun. Many of the early photog- 
raphers were classically trained artists, so 
photography was just a tool of their art. In 
the case of famed Civil War photographer 
Mathew Brady, adding a tardy officer to a 
group photograph was simply a darkroom 
touch-up. Politics prompted a vain Joseph 
Stalin to have his photos extensively altered. 
Can we ever trust photography again?

They’ve defended well 
as a team, kept their shape on attack, opened up passing lanes for each other - and the 
reward has been five wins in five PDL games, and each night the goal-scoring glory goes to 
someone new. Seven different Aztex have scored so far, but none had scored in more than 
one game until Saturday night in Houston, when Tucker Hume’s diving header, deep into 
extra time, gave the Aztex a 2-1 win and a 5-0 record in the PDL Mid South. 

The Aztex will put that record on the line Saturday night against the El Paso Patriots 
( Saturday , June 15, 7:30pm , at Flouse Park). The Patriots are a team I really got to hate last 
year during their two appearances at House Park. This year, with a new coach, but most of 
the same players, I’m not sure what to expect - except I believe that we will win... El Paso 
will be playing their second game in two nights - they’re at Laredo Friday, kicking off at 
8:15pm... The Aztex have just three home games left after this one: Sat, June 29 (vs. 
Flouston); Sun., July 5 (vs. West Texas); Sat., July 13 (vs. Oklahoma City). 

In World Cup Qualifying, the U.S. swept a pair of games Friday and Tuesday - 2-1 at 
Jamaica, and 2-0 over Panama in Seattle - to vault to the front of the six-team final group. 
And against Panama, in front of 40,000-plus absolutely crazed Seattle fans, the U.S. finally 
looked like it was becoming the dominant force it was supposed to be under Jurgen Klins- 
mann. Last week I asked, “Is there method in Klinsmann's madness?" Well, we shall see, 
but for now, the Magic 8-Ball says, “Signs Point to Yes." Or maybe it’s all just Jozy Altidore, 
who’s suddenly a monster... Meanwhile, Mexico continues to disappoint; with another pair 
of scoreless home wins, they’ve now scored three goals in six games - and none at 
home... The U.S. hosts Honduras in Salt Lake City this Tuesday , June 18, 8pm, on ESPN ; 
that’ll be pretty much the last WCQ action until September.

Man of Steel

Man of Steel is as square as Superman's storied 
jaw. Peel away the pyrotechnics and digital flimflam 


and what you've got is an earnest call to 
civic duty, a paean to America told in close- 
ups of the flag flapping majestically and 


No. 2 pencils freshly shaved. You might 
question why Hollywood keeps outsourcing 
our national comic-book icons to British 


actors, but put your hand back down: Man 
of Steel - grave and emphatic, intermittently 
ravishing and punishingly self-serious - isn’t 
taking questions. 

The absence of fun or frippery will surprise 
no one who’s eyed the credits: Director Zack 
Snyder (Sucker Punch, Watchmen, 300) and 
producer/ story co-conceiver and DC Comics 
movie stablemate Christopher Nolan (the 
Batman franchise) are soul brothers in grim- 
faced, frantic entertainments. (Let’s call 
composer Hans Zimmer a first cousin; when 
he trots out his braaaaaaam belch from 
Inception, the viewer’s liable 
to suffer heartburn and wist- 
ful memories of John Williams’ 
spirits-lifting score from 1978’s 
Superman.) But Man of Steel 
isn’t as heavy as the Dark 
Knight films - Superman’s light- 
er on his feet, after all - and 
while it seems no comic-book 
character these days makes 
the leap to screen without emo- 
tional baggage, screenwriter 
David S. Goyer ( Batman Begins) 
resists the trend to make Kal-EI 
flat-out tortured. 

Not that Superman (Cavill) 
doesn’t have much to lament: 

He’s the last son of Krypton, 
his planet’s - and parents’ - demise force- 
fully dramatized in an extended prologue 
that also introduces the traitorous General 
Zod (Shannon). Considering Superman’s 
backstory is probably better embedded in 
our collective consciousness than that of our 
Founding Fathers’, the script smartly scraps 
a linear plotting of baby Kal-EI’s evolution 
from alien emigre into the Kansas-bred loner, 
Clark Kent, and finally the caped savior of 


the human race. Instead, impressionistic 
flashbacks vividly convey Clark’s coming-of- 
age - his push/pull between service and 
a quiet life incognito, what fresh hell it is 
being “super” when you just want to fit in 
at junior high - and these scenes of height- 
ened sensitivity and amber-waves-of-grain 
lighting linger long in the memory, even as 
the story eventually, predictably, cedes itself 
over to endless mayhem. Man of Steel falls 
in line with the contemporary action-movie 
adage that more is more, with much hurling 
of bodies and bashing through buildings and 
a ridiculous amount of artil- 
lery spent when any idiot can 
see bullets bounce off Zod like 
PEZ candy. None of that zings 
quite so much as the relatively 
low-tech spectacle of Zod and 
Superman hovering in mid-air 
and simply socking each other 
like respectable comic-book 
characters should. 

Snyder has cast Man of 
Steel with dramatic actors, 
not action stars, and it pays 
off. Diane Lane, as Clark’s 
adoptive mother, has a sotto 
voce bonding session with her 
young son that will wetly blur 
more than a few 3-D glasses, 
and Amy Adams is terrific as the tough but 
tender Daily Planet reporter Lois Lane; she 
and Cavill spark like mad, but the filmmak- 
ers weirdly keep dampening their charge. 

And what of Cavill, our new man of steel, 
little known stateside but for a supporting 
part on Showtime’s The Tudors ? When given 
the chance to actually act, he’s good, with 
shades of greatness - much like the film 
built around him.

THE EAST

2011’s breakout “It girl,” Brit Marling, 
reunites with her co-screenwriter and direc- 
tor of Sound of My Voice, Zal Batmanglij, for 
another crypto-thriller in which she again stars. 
This time, however, Marling plays a character 
on the opposite end of the drama: In Sound of 
My Voice, she plays a spectral-like figure from 
the future who is the leader of a cult infiltrated 
by undercover filmmakers; in The East, how- 
ever, the multi-hyphenate plays the infiltrator of 
a group of dangerous, anti-corporate activists 
called the East, who choreograph events they 
call “jams,” which are designed to give cap- 
tains of industry a taste of their own medicine 
(and in the case of a pharmaceutical company, 
that fate is most literal). 

Marling plays Jane, an undercover opera- 
tive working for a security company (headed 
by an iron-willed Patricia Clarkson) that spe- 
cializes in protecting corporate clients from 
terrorist attacks by groups like the East. In 
short order, Jane tells her live-in boyfriend 
that she is taking off for a work assignment 
in Dubai (a deception echoed by NSA leaker 
Edward Snowden, who left his job and girl- 
friend under false pretenses) and embarks 


on a subterfuge in which she remains on 
American soil, dyes her hair, removes the 
crucifix from around her neck, and adopts 
the name Sarah. Voila: She’s ready to join 
the underground. Once she enters the East’s 
lair, she meets little suspicion even though 
Izzy (Page), the group’s truest believer, thinks 
Sarah smells a little too much of soap. 

The East starts off strongly as we witness 
Jane/Sarah’s infiltration of the group and 
observe the community’s dynamics. Watching 
them carry out the first of what they warn will 
be several jams to come is intriguing as the 
details are held very close to the vest. Yet 
after a while, the course of the film becomes 
fairly predictable. Jane/Sarah grows increas- 
ingly conflicted, realizing that she shares 
many of the East’s beliefs about the exposure 
of corporate malfeasance but disagrees 
with their methods, which are terroristic and 
vindictive. Unsurprisingly, she also falls in 
love with the group’s unofficial leader, Benji 
(Skarsgard), subsuming some of the film’s 
political currency with romantic loyalties. None 
of the radicals is terribly well fleshed out as 
a distinct character; only Toby Kebbell as Doc 
conveys any nuance. Still, the film (which is 
produced by Scott Free, Ridley Scott’s produc- 
tion company) looks good (nod to cinema- 
tographer Roman Vasyanov). The images are 
sharp even when the film’s ideas are not.

The apocalypse is nigh. It’s a theme 
that’s showing up with greater frequency 
in our films. And though the apocalypse 
is quite literal in this comedy, This Is the 
End may also signal the end of the cre- 
ative road for the kind of raunchy, Judd 
Apatow school of bromantic comedies 
that have dominated our screens in recent 
years. For all its celebration of weed, 
self-absorption, and phallocentric humor, 
This Is the End also seeks redemption 
for its survivors of the apocalypse. These 
guys, too, want to get into heaven. 


This Is the End is a comedy/disaster-film 
hybrid that’s written and directed by the 
team of Evan Goldberg and Seth Rogen 
(who also wrote Superbad, Pineapple 
Express, and The Green Hornet), and 
it’s based on a short film they made in 
2007 called “Jay and Seth Versus the 
Apocalypse.” Mixed in with the vulgar bro 
humor are images of giant sinkholes to hell, 
the redeemed transporting up to heaven 
in blue sheaths of light, and giant, satanic 
beasts sporting huge, swinging dicks. The 
film is frequently hilarious, but overindulgent 
and too long by at least 15 minutes. (The 
first trim I’d suggest would be Channing 
Tatum’s embarrassing cameo.) 

Self-referential to the max, the movie is 
premised on the idea that these actors are 
playing themselves. Jay Baruchel is visiting 
his old Canadian pal, Seth Rogen, in L.A. 
when Rogen suggests they go to a party at 
James Franco’s house. Baruchel, express- 
ing his dislike of Hollywood pretense and 
phoniness, doesn’t want to go, but they go 
anyway. Franco, playing off his reputation 
for being arty and ambiguous, is showing 
off his new home, and the party is popu- 
lated by a who’s who of young Hollywood 
talent. Over there, Craig Robinson, wear- 
ing a T-shirt that reads “Take Yo’ Panties 
Off,” sings a song to Rihanna (who’s 
singing along) about - well, you guessed 
it - taking her panties off. In another cor- 
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ner, Michael Cera, playing against type, is 
snorting scads of coke and behaving like 
an asshole. Jonah Hill oozes sincerity with 
the kind of inauthenticity Baruchel feared. 
Then the apocalypse arrives and a giant 
sinkhole opens up outside Franco’s front 
door, swallowing up most of the miscreant 
party guests. Barricading themselves inside 
Franco’s fortresslike dwelling, the aforemen- 
tioned (minus Cera, who pays spectacularly 
for his sinful ways) go into survival mode. 
Soon, Danny McBride (who hadn’t been 
invited to the party) joins them and obnox- 
iously squanders their food and water, while 
spreading his semen all over the house 
(the source of a very funny shouting match 
between McBride and Franco over where 
it’s acceptable to leave one’s man juice). 
The squabbles go on and on, and there are 
the requisite scenes of men bedding down 
together. Emma Watson ( Harry Potter’s 
Hermione) breaks in and becomes fodder 
for a rape joke that’s initially funny, but, 
like most sequences in the film, goes on 
too long. To pass the time, the guys shoot 
a sequel to Pineapple Express with the 
camera Franco retained from 127 Hours. 
References to other films abound. 

Maybe it has something to do with Jewish 
writers riffing on the apocalypse, but This 
Is the End doesn’t really know how to end. 
Once circumstances force them to flee 
Franco’s compound, the survivors actually get 
caught up by the idea of redemption - and 
self-sacrificing acts of kindness are not really 
this group’s forte. Yet even with this film’s 
comedy strategy being the “let ’em all fly and 
see what sticks” approach, it’s amazing how 
adhesive so much of this is.

A millennium after humans have been forced 
to abandon Earth, the planet has reverted to a 
wild, malevolent landscape filled with mutated 
creatures and inhospitable dangers. Legendary 
United Ranger Corps hero Cypher Raige (Will 
Smith) is traveling with his son, cadet Kitai Raige 
(Jaden Smith). When their ship is destroyed by 
an unexpected asteroid storm, they crash into a 
nearby planet - Earth. Cypher’s legs are damaged, 
so he stays behind and sends his son in pursuit 
of a rescue flare that remains with the other half 
of the damaged ship, 100 kilometers away. Kitai 
must battle the elements and the creatures of the 
wild, and face his past, too, in order to succeed 
in his mission. Often gorgeous, sometimes fasci- 
nating, but ultimately unwieldy and unsurprising, 
After Earth is an ambitious man-against-nature 
epic, but it fails as a Smith-family project. Given 
the talent involved, one hoped for so much more.

THE BIG WEDDING

“Big” is an awfully ambitious modifier to affix to 
this wisp of a film, which puts a generically dysfunc- 
tional family through the wringer one weekend.

Using interviews, old home movies, newly 
shot footage, and material that records her father 
reading from a memoir he wrote, Polley constructs 
one of the most lyrical documentaries to come along 
in a while. The story is ultimately her assemblage of 


the truth, but one that looks beyond herself to under- 
stand the multiplicity of perceptions that shape her 
understanding. Stories We Tell is lovely, and though 
it occasionally loses its footing, the film never grows 
self-indulgent. As with her other films, when Sarah 
Polley tells us a story, you can bet it’s a tale well-told 
and one that you’ll want to hear. (06/07/2013)

but it takes Austin-based choreographer Allison Orr 
to demonstrate that one city’s trash collection can 
provide the foundation for an amazing work of art. 

Orr envisioned a dance piece performed by waste 
management workers, a celebration of the interplay 
between humans and machines, and the rhythms, 
movements, physicality, and precision teamwork that 
go largely unnoticed. If dance, Orr explains, is simply 
the coordination of space, time, and energy, then the 
orchestration of garbage trucks, trash receptacles, 
and the human beings who maneuver them is the 
dance equivalent of a city symphony. Only about 15 
minutes of this brief film showcase the actual piece, 
which was performed live only once. The collaborative 
process of creating the performance forms the heart 
of Garrison’s film. A winner of numerous festival 
awards, Trash Dance is now ready for its bow on the 
national stage.

“People would be smoking crack in the bathrooms 
with an inch of urine across the floor. When it got dark, 


the crowd would change, but there’d be an overlap when 
we’d arrive and the daytime patrons would still be there.

“We practiced there for six months,” adds bassist Frankie
